The Senator retired last night, 
played golf all the afternoon and 
his customary good spirits during the even- 
ing. He had a slight attack in the after- 
noon. He awoke about midnight in great 
pain, and calléd Mrs. McMillan. Dr. Wash- 
burn was hurriedly called to the house and 
diagnosed the Senator's illness acute 
congestion of the 

The end came without the s 
warning. Only Mrs. McMillan, her daugh- 
ter, Dr. Washburn, and Secretary Rice 
were in the chamber when he passed away. 

For several years the Senator had 
fered from a heart affection, principally a 
weakness brought on by overwork, and had 
guarded himself against it, but the extra 
responsibilities in the Senate thrown upon 
him last Winter, together with the shock 
of losing a brother and grandson 
within one year, are believed to have agera- 
vated his trouble. 

He was at the Essex County Club yester- 
day afternoon, and while playing golf was 
obliged to pass over a small hill, which so 
affected his breathing that he was obliged 
to stop, and, being overcome by slight 
faintness, he sent for a stimulant, which 
revived him, and the attack passed away. 
He remained up quite late in the evening. 
After the attack at midnight the physician 
administered the usual heart tonics, which 
had the desired effect, and the patient rest- 
ed comfortably until 8 o’clock, when an- 
other attack came on, more severe than 
the first. The physician applied by hypo- 
dermic injections the most powerful heart 
stimulants known to medical science, but 
the patient was evidently beyond all earthly 
aid. 

The drug had no effect whatever, and he 
continued to sink until he lost conscious- 
ness ten minutes before his death. Another 
physician was sent for after the second at- 
tack, but did not arrive until just after the 
Senator had passed away. 

The funeral arrangements have not been 
perfected, but the services will take place 
from the Senator's home in Detroit and the 
interment will be in the family lot in that 
city.

Death of Senator McMillan Will Be Sin- 
cerely Mourned—Enjoyed High- 
est Respect of Colleagues. 

Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—There will be 
Bincere mourning in Washington over the 
death of Senator McMillan. No man who 
ever came to the Senate has enjoyed to a 
greater degree the respect of his colleagues 
and mone has been more highly regarded 
by the people of the District of Columbia. 
His voice was seldom heard in debate in 
the Senate, but he a man of command- 
ing influence in a great many important 
fields of legislation. Any proposition to 
which he gave his adherence was apt to 

be considered meritorious. 

His associates in the Senate credited him 
with exceptionally judgment and 
with great sincerity of purpose. Great def- 
erence was paid to his opinions in all of 
the committees of which he was a member. 
One of his strongest desires was to live 
to see the execution of the extensive plans 
recently prepared under his supervision for 
the beautifying of the National Capitol. 
He was a member of the Committee on Re- 
lations with Cuba, and notwithstanding he 
was a Michigan man, and in adition to that 
a beet sugar manufacturer, he supported 
the Administration in its efforts to secure 
tariff concessions to the Cuban people. 

He was one of the most impressive mem- 
bers of the Senate in his personal appear- 
ance. He had a strong, handsome face, 
Was tall ang well proportioned, and was 
exceptionally graceful and dignified in his 
dress and carriage. 

His private life was beyond reproach, 
he was greatly esteemed in the 
of the Capital.

D. H. Fanning Startles Hotel 
Guests, and is Taken to St. 
Giles’s Infirmary. 

LONDON, Aug. 10.—D. H. Fanning of 
New York, a cabin passenger on the North 
German Lloyd steamship Friedrich der 
Grosse, which reached Southampton yester- 
day from New York July 31, arrived in 
London the same day and was taken to St. 
Giles’s Infirmary this afternoon under the 
Wandering Lunatic act. Mr. Fanning is con- 
nected with the firm of Hass Brothers of 
New York City, ad his parents are spend- 
ing the Summer at Newport. 

Mr. Fanning startled the guests who 
crowded the courtyard of the Hotel Cecil 
at noon to-day by driving into the court- 

urd in an automobile and declaring that he 
was the Saviour and had just come from 
Heaven on his machine. He insisted upon 


shaking hands with all the guests present, 
until he was finally taken to his room by 
the hotel porters. 

Mr. Fanning developed mania on the 
Friedrich der Grosse. On the ship he de- 
clared that he owned all the yachts in the 
world. Upon Fanning's arrival in London 
his friends had difficulty in persuading 
him to leave the railroad station and go 
to a hotel. 

This morning he started in an automobile 
back to the railroad station, saying he was 
going to run down and kill all the pedes- 
tiene he met on the way. He fell in with 
and picked up an English lance Corporal, 
with whom he drove to the Hotel Cecil. 

Mr. Fanning was known to have had a 
large sum of money in his pocketbook when 
he arrived in London; he threw this money 
about the streets and returned to the hotel 
penniless.

ITHACA, N. Y., Aug. 10.—Harlow Casar,

An anonymous letter, which demanded 
that former Assemblyman Benn Conger 
should deposit $12,000, on the night of Aug. 
9, at the corner of a certain building on the 
Brooks farm, which is situated one-half 
mile south of Groton, was posted in Ithaca 
July 28 and was received by Mr. Conger 
the same day. Half of the money, it was 
specified, was to be in gold, and the re- 
mainder in currency. The lives of Benn 
Conger and his brother Jay were threat- 
ened in case the commands of the letter 
were not obeyed. 

Without mentioning the letter to any 
one, Benn Conger kept it until Aug. 8. He 
then came to Ithaca, and turned it over to 
Sheriff Seaman, who deputized Under 
Sheriff Sayre to make plans for the capture 
of the writers. 

Sayre and his men last night surrounded 
the barn. At il o'clock Mr. Conger sent 
his carriage and a man who resembled him 
to deposit a satchel which was filled with 
metal at the place designated. Twenty 
minutes later two men with a gray horse 
drove up.

Continuation of the Main Witwatersrand 
Reef Discovered—A Syndicate 


Formed to Develop it.

LONDON, Aug. 11.—It is hoped, says 
The Times's correspondent at Johannes- 
burg, that it will be indubitably estab- 
lished that there is a continuation of the 
main reef of the Witwatersrand gold 
field for a distance of thirty-five miles 
on a line south by east of the Nigel mine 
to a point near Greylingstad. 

A syndicate, known as the Coronation 
Syndicate has secured the area in ques- 
tion. At several places the reef, when 
tested, was found from fifteen to eight- 
een inches wide at a depth of 100 feet. 
Prospecting parties are now engaged at 
different points; afterward the work is 
to be concentrated. If the syndicate 


proves the value of the reef by develop- 
ment the properties will be floated as 


separate mines. 
The syndicate’s capital is £150,000 in 
£100 shares, of which 1,250 have already 


been issued.

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UNIONS NOT TO AID 
ELEVATED ENGINEERS 


Labor Leaders Opposed to the 
Locomotive Brotherhoods. 


Charged with Having Defeated Many 
Strikes — Surface Road Motormen 
Apathetic Toward Manhattan 
Employes’ Cause. 


It was learned yesterday that there is a 
bitter feeling among most of the labor 
unions in this city against the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, and for that 
reason a strike of the engineers and motor- 
men on the Manhattan Elevated Road 
would not evoke any sympathetic move- 
ment among them. The most closely al- 
lied trade to the motormen and engineérs 
is that of the standard engineers at the 
power houses of the company, who belong 
to the Eccentric Standard Engineers’ Union. 

President McMahon of the Eccentric Ex:gi- 
neers said that not a member of his organi- 
zation would raise a hand to help if the 
Strike on the Manhattan Elevated lines 
took place. No union in this city, he said, 
would have anything to do with the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers. 

“You can just quote me as saying," he 
continued, “that if the engineers and mo- 
tormen on the elevated roads strike we 
will remain at work in the power house. 
The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
to which the Manhattan elevated men be- 
long, is out for itself all the time. It never 
helped any strike, but, on the contrary, 
spoiled many a one.” 

A member of the Eccentric Firemen’s As- 
sociation, whose members work in the pow- 
er houses, also talked to the same effect. 
He instanced the last strike started by the 
switchmen on the New York Central Rail- 
road. That strike was lost, he said, be- 
cause the local lodge of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers decided against 
striking in sympathy. Some of the other 
members of both unions said that no one 
believed that the engineers and motormen 
on the Manhattan elevated would strike. 

No one brought up the question of the 
Manhattan Railroad engineers’ and motor- 
men’s demands at the meetingof the Central 
Federated Union yesterday. Both,the Ec- 
centric Standard Engineers’ Union and the 
Eccentric Firemens’ Union belong to the 
central body. 

It was stated at the Broadway 
Hotel last night that Vice Chiefs Young- 
son and Wilson of the engineers’ and fire- 
men’s brotherhoods, respectively, who lett 
town on Saturday evening, had not re- 
turned and were not éxpected before to- 
day. They expect that Vice President Skitt 
will be willing to meet and confer with 
them, and the gene@&l impression was that 
he would talk matters over, though no di- 
rect communication had taken place be- 
tween him and the two: Vice Chiefs. 

From talks with the employes of the sur- 
face railroad lines yesterday, it appeared 
that they take little active interest in the 
strike threats on the elevated lines: ‘The 
surface motormen receive $2.50 a day, while 


the Manhattan Railway Company's motor- 
men receive $3.50 a day. A Broadway mo- 
{orpan seemed to be very much amused, 

as asked if the surface railroad 
motormen were likely té strike in sympathy 
in case of a strike on the elevated roads. 
Others shook there heads when the same 
question was put, and said they had enough 
troubles of their own. 

The street railroad motormen and con- 
ductors are not organized, in the labor 
union sense, but have a protective and 
benevolent association, which is sanctioned 
by the company and to which some of the 
officials of the company belong. Several 
unsuccessful attempts have been made 
within the last three cr four years to or- 
ganize them. About a year ago a small 
local of the American Federation of: Labor 

was formed among employes of the Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit Company, but it soon 
went to pieces. 

An organizer of the American Federation 
of Labor made an attempt tc organize the 
employes of the Metropolitan Street Ra1l- 
way Company about the same time, but 
found them apathetic about it and he save 
up the task. 

«Chairman Jenck of the Grievance Com- 
mittee of the,.Manhattan employes said that 
the most perfect harmony existed between 
the engineers and the firemen. 

‘Whatever demands the one has, the 
other must have,” -he said. ‘* The men in 
the two organizations will stand together. 
There will be a meeting of the Grievance 
Committee in the Broadway Central Hotel, 
at which Mr. Youngson and Mr. Wilson will 
be present, before we go with them to see 
Mr. Skitt.”’ 


GIRL TURNING INTO STONE. 


Ohio Chemist Believes Daughter’s Af- 
fliction the Result of Experiments.

TOLEDO, Aug. 10.—Miss Dorothy Stiles, 
daughter of a retired chemist formerly of 
Columbus, Ohlo, but now living seven miles 
from Bay City, is gradually turning to 
marble, or a substance resembling it. Her 
father is nearly frenzied with grief, as he 
believes he is in part responsible for her 
present condition, which must soon result 
in death. 

The young woman had been troubled with 
a stiffness in her limbs for several days, 
when she discovered that portions of her 
heels were hard as stone and almost snow 
white. Screaming in fright, she ran to her 
parents, who made the discovery that not 
only her heels, but her shoulder blades and 
cheek bones were in the same condition. 
Since that time the affection has spread 
until now the victim can only move her 
head slightly. She suffers no pain. 

The father says that he left some chem- 
icals, with which he was experimenting, 
in the bath tub where the girl bathed, and 
he ascribes his daughter's condition to the 
solution which he prepared. He has threat- 
ened suicide in his grief. 


ALASKA VOLCANOES ACTIVE. 


Peaks in the Cook Inlet Section Con- 
tinue to Emit Smoke.

TACOMA, Washington, Aug. 10.—The 
steamboat Santa Ana brings news that 
Mounts Redoubt and Augustine and an- 
other in the Cook Inlet section of Alaska 
continue to emit smoke, the peak throwing 
out smoke vigorously while the Santa Ana 
was in Cook Inlet. 

Capt. Andrasen says the smoking vol- 
canoes formed a beautiful sight. They were 
in full view. Smoke waS thrown upward 
fifty to a hundred feet before it broke and 
was scattered through the air. Enough 


ashes have been scattered over the snow- 
covered peaks to blacken their white sur- 
faces. Several months ago miners on Cook 
Inlet frequently saw flames issuing from 
Mount Redoubt. Lately no flames have 
been seen.

WINDSTORM AT TRENTON 


WRECKS BUILDINGS. 


Trains Stalled and Light Cut Off— 
Heavy Rainfall Undermines a 
Row of Eight Houses. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 10.—A cyclone of 
great force struck Trenton at 4:42 o'clock 
this afternoon and did $200,000 damage to 
property, but neither killed nor injured 
any one. 

The wind came in the middle of a rain- 
storm, in which 4.29 inches of water fell 
within three hours. 

The cyclone whirled around the Crescent 
Pottery and practically destroyed it, tak- 
ing off the roof, which sailed 100 feet 
away, tearing out windows, and breaking 
down doors. 

Three hundred feet away stood 
six three-story brick buildings. These 
dwellings were completely wrecked, the 
fronts being torn out and piled in the street 
and the furniture tumbling out on top of 
the wreckage. 

Back of this row stood the large carpenter 
shops of the Pennsylvania Railroad, which 
were completely demolished. The cyclone 
then veered and blew down a thirty-yard 
wall ten feet high and a foot thick, around 
the old Trenton High School. 

Chen the destructive wind lifted and 
jumped a mile and a half of the most popu- 
lous part of the city, including the Roebling 
works, and landed in the Tenth Ward Vark 
district. Here the path of the cyclone was 
a block wide, tearing down South Clinton 
Avenue between Anderson Emery 
Streets, where nearly.every house suffered 
damage. 

Traces of the fury of the storm exist 
down to the banks of the Delaware River, 
where it seems to have lost itself in the 
direction of Bordentown. 

Late reports show that about sixty houses 
suffered damage. On Pennington Avenue 
the force of the awful rainfall undermined 
a row of eight houses, which were shored 
up last night to keep them standing. 

The Reading Railroad tracks were cov- 
ered with water six feet deep, and trains 
over the division were stalled for three 


hours. Roads leading into the city are 
covered hub deep with water, and in one 
place just above the city, the water is a 
quarter of a mile wide. 

The Delaware and Raritan Cangl is lit- 
tered with roofs of houses and stables and 
fences and chicken coops, and traffic on it 
is closed. 

The water in the electric light and power 
hommes is six and seven feet deep, and no 
lights are burning or cars running. ‘Tele- 
phone wires are down all over town, and 
there is no telephone communication with 
suburban points. Several narrow escapes 


are recorded, 

Councilman Wilson, with friends, 
out in a sailboat on the river when the 
storm broke. There was no warning, no 
time to lower sail when the wind struck 
the sailboat and keeled it over. The mem- 
bers of the party were good swimmers and 
reached shore in safety, but the boat was 
blown down stream. 

The stalling of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
passenger trains caused many passengers 
to take ferries to Morrisville, P@n., in or- 
der to continue their journeys.

WINDSTORM IN ‘KANSAS CITY. 


Hundreds of Buildings ‘Unroofed—Sud- 
den Downpour Drowns Sparrows. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 10.—A wind- 
storm early to-day raged for half an hour, 
wrecking houses, blowing down thousands 
of trees, and doing damage estimated at 
$100,000. Several persons were injured. The 
electric light company has shut down all 
of its high-tension engines because so many 
wires are down. Two thousand telephones 
are out of order. 

A peculiar feature of the storm was the 
drowning of thousands of sparrows. The 
heavy rain came so suddenly that they 
were unable to find places of shelter after 
having been blown from their roosts. 

In Kansas City, Kan., more than 200 
dwellings and other buildings were com- 
pletely or partly unroofed, among them be- 
ing the new Masonic Temple, a high school 
building, and another school building. The 
steeple of the Sduth Tenth Street Methodist 
Church was blown down.

LONDON, Aug. 11.—King Edward has 
signalized his coronation in a memorable 
manner by the munificent gift to the na- 
tion of Osborne House, one of the favorite 
residences of Queen Victoria.

“As regards the rest of the building, the 
King hopes it may be devoted to national 
purposes and be converted into a convales- 
cent home for officers of the navy and 
army whose health has been impaired in 
rendering service to their country.

The procession drove along the Mall to 
St. James’s Palace without receiving any 
notable demonstration from the _ people. 
Tickets to the Chapel Royal had been 
sparingly granted. The choir boys who 
took part in the service were clad in quaint 
gowns of crimson and gold lace. The 
service was very simple, and there was no 
sermon; special prayers for the occasion, 
however, were read. The service lasted 
about an hour, and was brought to a close 
by the congregation, still upon its knees, 
singing slowly and softly the first verse 
of the national anthem. 

An almost identical service was held tn 
Marlborough House Chapel, and was at- 
tended by the Prince of Wales and his 
family and other royal personages. An- 
other official service, attended by Speaker 
Gully of the House of Commons, members 
of the House, and the Ministers, was held 
at St. Margaret’s Church, Westminster. 
The Mayor and Corporation of Westmin- 


ster, in their official robes, were present 
at this service. 


THE SERVICE IN ST. PAUL’S. 


The most interesting of all the services 
was that in St. Paul’s Cathedral. This 
was essentialy a people's service of grati- 
tude and thankfulness that the sovereign 
has been restored to health, and it pre- 
sented a striking contrast to the sad serv- 


ice of supplication held there in June on 
the day the coronation was to take place. 
Yesterday the public was freely admitted 
to the cathedral, and the, great edifice 
was crowded in every corner. The Lord 
Mayor of London (Sir Joseph C. Dimsdale) 
and the Corporation of the City attended 
in state, and in the choir were seated 
Princess Henry of Battenberg, the Duch- 
;} ess of Fife, and the Duchess of Albany, 
with the royal children, a large number 
of diplemats, including United States Am- 
bassader Choate, as well as Lord Dudley, 
Lord Rosebery, Lord and Lady Aberdeen, 
and a number of prominent colonial vis- 
itors. 

The very elaborate and prolonged service 
included several of the musical numbers 
which were performed at Westminster Ab- 
bey on Saturday and the celebration of the 
holy communion. The sermon was preached 
by the Bishop of London, the Right ‘Rev. 
Arthur F.. W. Ingram. 

The officiating clergy wore copes of 
cloth-of-gold, which, with the robes and 
insignia of the members of the Corpora- 
tion and the brilliant dresses of the wo- 
men in the congregation, made a striking 
picture. The scene was especially im-

Foreign cities, wherever there is a Brit- 
ish colony, have all witnessed suitable cel- 
ebrations, and the foreign press vies with 
that of Great Britain in extending good 
wishes to the country. 

It was at Osborne House, Isle of Wight, 
that Queen Victoria died on Jan. 22, 1901. 
It is situated in Whippingham Parish, not 
far from Cowes, and the white towers of 
the j:ouse can be seen from a long way off. 

Osborne House can only be reached by 
crossing the ferry to East Cowes and 
ascending a steep hill, the view from every 

oint of which is a delightful one—wood- 
and, valley, town, river, and sea being 
visible. 

queen Victoria used to spend most of the 
Winter months at Osborne, which was her 
favorite residence next to Balmoral, Scot- 
land. She liked Windsor Castle little, and 
fuckingham Palace, London, least of all. 
While the Queen was at Osborne the 
grounds were jealously guarded, but when 
she was absent visitors were allowed to 
inspect them. The gardens, with their ter- 
races, their myrtle and rose trees, and 
their many rare exotics, are among the 
finest in the south of England. The climate 
of the Isle of Wight is considerably warmer 
than that of the mainland, and every visitor 
to that “Garden of England,” as it is 
called, will have remarked the luxuriant 
manner in which flowers grow there. 

Trees and shrubs from many parts of 
the British Empire were sent to Osborne, 
and the gardens have always been kept up 
with the greatest care. The house, al- 
though it is a picturesque residence in the 
Italian style, with campaniles and colon- 
nades, is not pretentious architecturally, 
but the internal] decorations are magnifi- 
cent and in good taste, and many treasures 
of art are to be found in the various apart- 
ments, 

About a year ago dispatches from Lon- 
don stated that King Edward was desirous 
of disposing by private sale of Osborne 
House for two reasons—its impracticability 
as a royal residence and the comparatively 
great .cost of its maintenance. It was fur- 
ther said that negotiations had been seri- 
ously entered into between the_ King’s 
agents and certain American millionaires 
for the sale of the house, and that these 
negotiations were broken off by the action 
the law counselors of the King, who 
called his Majesty's attention to a clause 
in Queen Victoria’s will by virtue of which 
Osborne House and the immediate estate 
became “‘ appurtenances of the sovereign- 
ty of England.” Under this clause, it was 
declared, King Edward was estopped from 
disposing of the royal residence. ; 

It was alleged that among the millionaires 
negotiating for the purchase of Osborne 
House was William Waldorf Astor, who, 
it was said, desired it as a wedding present 
for his daughter, Miss Pauline Astor. 


TOWARD GREAT BRITAIN. 


Italian, Greek, and Danish Papers Dis- 
cuss the Coronation—Celebration 
in Zurich.

LONDON, Aug. 11.—The Rome corre- 
spondent of The Times quotes an article 
in the Tribuna on the coronation of King 
Edward. The paper says that of all the 
foreign States that have held sway in 
Italy, Great Britain alone gave no cause 
for complaint. As allies of the Bourbons 
the British established in Sicily a tradi- 
tion of friendship which is still unbroken. 
Throughout the Risorgimento and the 
Crimean war Great Britain was bound to 
Italy with bonds which no official com- 
bination could create. 

Diplomatic arrangements, says the 
Tribuna, will never divert the Italian 
sentiment of sincere cordiality nor make 
Italy forget her duty toward Great Brit- 
ain. 

A dispatch to The Times from Zurich 
says King Edward's coronation was cel- 
ebrated on Saturday night at the British 
Consulate. The health of King Edward 
and Queen Alexandra was drunk out ofa 
cup presented in the year 1560 by Queen 
Elizabeth to the head of the Zurich Prot- 
estant Church.

MEANING OF THE CORONATION. 


London Times Says It Was a Solemn 
Compact Between the Sovereign 
and His Subjects. 


SENATOR MMILLAN

LONDON, Aug. 11.—In an editorial 
article to-day The Times says that the 
significance of the coronation ceremony 
of Saturday lay in its profound sincerity 
as a solemn compact between the sover- 
eign and his subjects, ratified by oath 


the national Church. It was a covenant 
between a free people, accustomed for 
long centuries to be governed “ accord- 
ing to statutes in Parliament agreed 
on” and their hereditary King, and a 
supplication from both to God that the 
King may be endowed with all princely 
virtues in the exercise of his great office. 

‘Though the details of the ceremony,” 
says The Times, ‘do not mean to us all 


| they meant to our forefathers, the cere- 


mony itself is no less strong and endur- 
ing a bond between King and subjects.” 
The most striking feature of the corona- 
tion, the paper goes on to say, was that 
it was the first to be attended by the 
statesmen of the self-governing colonies 
and by the feudatory Princes of India. 

The Times says that liberty and loy- 
alty are to-day as deeply rooted in the 
powerful communities of the Atlantic 
and Pacific as at home. The mother 
country and the colonies know now, as 
never before, that they are one people, 
with a common inheritance, a common 
mission, and a common duty. They are 
bound to defend the fabric of British 
polity and British civilization against 
all dangers, and this demands not only 
the old daring, but new foresight, new 
capacity, and prolonged and careful 
preparation, 

If, says the paper, these qualities are 
cultivated by the King, his counselors, 
and his people, the British nation may 
confidently trust that the promise of the 
coronation will be amply fulfilled. 


JAPANESE PRESS CORDIAL.

LONDON, Aug. 11.—The Japanese 
journals, says The Times's correspond- 
ent at Tokio, declare that Heaven evi- 
dently guards Great Britain, since the 
threatened calamity of King Edward's 
death has been speedily averted. 

The papers say that the development 
of England’s greatness began with Queen 
Elizabeth; it reached its first climac- 
teric in the reign of Queen Victoria, and 
it will assuredly reach a higher point un- 
der King Edward’s sway. His reign has 
already been marked by three great 
events—first, the unification of the em- 
pire, which covers a quarter of the hab- 
itable globe; second, the South African 
peace, and third, the British«Japanese 
alliance, which all Japanese pray may 
expand and endure.

Propeller and Blades of M. Santos-Du- 
mont’s Machine Injured by Collapse 
of a Wooden Platform. 
Santos-Dumont’s airship, which circled 
the Eiffel Tower and which is booked for 
the flight over Manhattan, Brooklyn, and 
the bay, was badly damaged yesterday aft- 
ernoon at the exhibition shed at Brighton 

Beach. 

A wooden platform erected at the rear of 
the building near the exhibition stage, to 
prevent curious persons from peering down 
into the place without paying for admis- 
sion in the general way, caved in. The per- 
sons on it escaped injury, but the boards 
fell into the excavation made for the revo- 
lutions of the propellers during the exhi- 
bition. The long steel blades, which were 
running at the rafe of several hundred 
revolutions a minute, flapped against the 
boards, making a loud, crashing noise. The 
persons in the building were frightened 
and left precipitately. 

An attendant stopped the machine, ara it 
was found that considerable damage had 
been done to the propeller and blades, and 
they may have to be replaced.

tion as a liberal giver to charity, aithough 
augmented since his elevation to the Na- 
tional office, had become established even 
before he became interested in politics at 
all. 

The Senator's career was a varied one. 
He was born in Canada of Scotch parents 
May 12, 1838 When a young man he went 
to Detroit to live and make a fortune. His 
wife, whom he married in 1860, was a 
young woman of Rome, N. Y., Miss Mary 
Wetmore. He sent all his sons to Yale 
University. As an employer of thousands 
of men and women, he had the name of 
being so just and liberal that none of the 
thousands ever wanted to leave his serv- 
ice, and many of them grew independently 
wealthy while he himself was acquiring his 
millions. His three elections to the United 
States Senate were unanimous. The third 
term would have ended in 1907. 

William McMillan, the Senator's father, 
came to Canada with his wife in 1834. 
They had left their home in Scotland, near 
Glasgow, with the intention of settling in 
Illinois, but had been persuaded to choose 
Ontario instead. James McMillan, their 
second svn, was born tn Hamilton, On- 
tario, and along with the early edu- 
cation he received at the best schools 
of the province he absorbed from his 
father, who was one of the founders 
of the Great Western Railway, some of 
the railroading and business instinct which 
Was to be of so much service to him in 
later years. 

After completing the courses of studies 
offered at the Hamilton Grammar School 
by its celebrated Principal, Dr. Tassie, 
young McMillan chose to go into active 
business rather than attend Toronto Col- 
lege, as had been his original intention. 
He determined to learn the hardware busi- 
ness, and so went to work in an estab- 
lishment of his home town. Four years 
afterward he went to Detroit and spent 
two years in a wholesale hardware house. 
Then, through his father’s influence, he 
was made purchasing agent of the Detroit 
and Milwaukee Railroad, and it was dur- 
ing the holding of this position that he at- 


tracted the attention of a prominent rail- 
road contractor, who offered him a large 
Saiary to buy supplies, hire men, and man- 
age a big business, 

All this was when he was only twenty 
years old. He superintended the con- 
struction of numerous pliers on the great 
lakes, and represented his employer in 
other such undertakings, but fina ly re- 
turned to his old position with the De- 
troit and Milwaukee Rallrowd. But it was 
not long before he was ready to start out 
for himself. In 1864 he joined three other 
men in organizing the Michigan Car Com- 
yany, out of which have since sprung the 

etroit Car Wheel Company, Baugh Stéam 
Forge Company, and Detroit Iron Furnace 
Company. By the time he became a United 
States Senator Mr. McMillan had long 
been President of all these concerns, as 
well as the chief stockholder in each, and 
the business of the companies had come 
to aggregate nearly $7,000,000 a year, in- 
veevens the employment of 3,000 or more 

en. 

Car works were bought and established 
at various points in the West, and one big 
plant—that of St. Louis—was purchased by 
Mr. McMillan especially in order to make 
a good place for his brother, who left the 
hardware business in Detroit to become 
manager of the new works. This was the 
first of moves that resulted in his making 
it poaue for three of his brothers to ac- 
quire large fortunes. 


AS RAILROAD PRESIDENT. 

In 1880 Mr. McMillan was the leader of a 
group of men who builfthe Detroit, Mack- 
inac and Marquette Railroad. He became 
its President, and his persistent energy in 
the face of many difficulties finally suc- 
ceeded in developing into a flourishing 
country a district that had been hitherto 
comparatively unproductive. Other con- 
cerns in which he had become interested 
were the Detroit ‘and Cleveland Steam 
Navigation Company and the Detroit Trans- 


portation Company, and the First National 
Bank and Savings Bank of Detroit, the 
Detroit City Railway; and the D: M: Ferr 

Seed Company. He had, too, bought ouch 
real estate in his home city, and was re- 
garded as foremost among those who were 
engaged in the upbuilding of the town. It 
was largely through his influence the 
Duluth, South Shore and Atlantic Railroad 
was built. 

As his fortune increased so did his 
charitable works. When first chosen 
a Senator he was known as a sys- 
tematic giver to private and public philan- 
thropic undertakings, and no other man 
in Michigan, it is stated, ever gave away 
sO much money or gave it more, ungrudg- 
ingly than he: As an instance of his gen- 
erosity and his regard for those who were 
dependent upon him for their livelihood, it 
is related that once he advised an employe 
to invest $1,000 in a company he was inh- 
corporating. The employe, a woman, re- 
plied that she did not have $1,000. ~ 

** Well,” said Mr. McMillany“ I'll invest 
ii for you, and you can repay Me out of the 
dividends.” ’ 

He was always doing kindnesses like this, 
but his large donations, of course, were 
the ones that the public knew about. He 
founded the Grace Hospital with the larg- 
est gift ever recorded in the State. Not 
long afterward he gave $16,000 for the edu- 
cation of the negro in Texas. The Mu- 
seum of Art of the Detroit Young Men's 
Christian Association was the recipient of 
frequent contributions from him, as were 
all other such institutions thereabout. It 
has been said that not a week passed but 
— Detroit paper mentioned one of his 
gifts. 

There are in Michigan—and elsewhere, 
for that matter—hundreds of young men 
whom he aided. He helped many of them 
to get an education. o others he gave 
situations in connection with the enter- 
prises he controlled. 

Four of Mr. McMilian’s children are liv- 
ing. three sons and a daughter. The eldest, 
William C. McMillan, a graduate of Yale 
in the class of ’84, went into business, and 
now occupies many responsible offices, 
being a Director of banks and railroads. 
The second son, who was graduated in 
1888, studied law. The family residence 
in etroit, on Jefferson Avenue, is con- 
sidered one of the sights of the city. Its 
art gallery and library are famous, and 
the sons, like their father, are noted as 
booklovers and judges of the beautiful. 
Like him, they are Presbyterians, regular 
church attendants, and interested in many 
charities. 


ENTRANCE INTO POLITICS. 

It was in 1877 that Mr. McMillan entered 
Michigan politics by becoming a member 
of the Republican State Central Commit- 
tee. Two years later he was on the Ex- 
ecutive Committee during the famous 
** hard-money ’’ campaign, in which a great 
victory was won over Democrats and 
Greenbackers. . Mr. McMillan superintended 
the Newberry Congressional campaign, and 
the rolling up of,a Republican plurality in 
place of a Democratic one was credited 


largely to his efforts. Another two years 
passed, and he won a like victory in the 
same district for Henry W. Lord. 

After the death of Senator Chandler, Mr. 
McMillan was chosen Chairman of the 
State Committee, but after a little while 
h2 withdrew from politics for a while. 

At this time the Republican Party of Mich- 


igan was in a critical condition. The ma- 
jorities on the lower peninsula had been 
lost, and those in the other parts of the 
State were extremely uncertain. 

In 1886 Mr. McMillan was urged to re- 
turh and take charge of the party’s work. 
His best friends advised him to decline. 

“ You will ruin your chances,”’ they said, 
“for the State is lost in spite of all you 
can do.”’ 

The closeness of the contest gave it added 
zest. He took the Chairmanship again and 
appealed for the usual! contributions. 

‘“‘ What is the use?"’ asked those to whom 
he made his appeal. ‘‘Why should we 
sink our money in a hole?” 

Where they had given $1,000 they now 
gave $100, or perhaps not more than $25. 
He told them he was sorry they wouldn't 
give more, but that if they were not will- 


ing to | for the Republican victory he 
would do so himself: He won. e reor- 
ganized the whole party machine, from the 
County Committees up. He made the Re- 
publican forces united, and in the election 
of 1887 proved that he ‘knew his busi- 
ness."’ 

In politics, as in business, Mr. McMillan's 


’ 


career was one of Unbroken success. As 
Congressman Newberry once said of him, 
he never entered upon any enterprise that 
Was hot destined to succeed, and “ not one 
of his plans failed when he himself had 
the execution of it." He was as quick 
to decide as he was accurate, and it was 
related by his business associates that he 
could dispose of a deal involving hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars *‘at the rate 
of a thousand a second.”’ Senator Chan- 
dler once said of him: 

“As a man of affairs McMillan never 
has had an equal in Michigan. As a po- 
litical manager he won success against the 
heaviest odds. To the Nation's business 
he would bring the same clear judgment 
and vigor that have elsewhere won suc- 
cess for him. He would ably represent 
this State in the Senate.” 


HIS INTEREST IN MICHIGAN. 


Mr. McMillan retained the office of State 
Republican Chairman until 1896. His in- 
terest in Michigan's affairs did not seem to 
flag at all by reason of his elevation to 
the Senate, and all the time his home in 
Detroit, as well as one in the country near 
by, was maintained continuously, although 
he had a fine residence in Washington and 
a Summer place on the Massachusetts 
coasr. 

Though he was known in Washington as 
a Senator who attended strictly to all his 
Senatorial duties as rigorously as any other 
member, there was never a time when he 
lost sight of his personal business inter- 
ests. It was told of him that he talked 
to his son in Detroit over the long-dis- 
tance telephone wer day. His working 
hours, both in Washington and before he 
went there, were from 10 or 11 o'clock in 
the morning until 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon, and those who knew him said he 
could transact more business in that time 
than any two men they ever saw. He was 
opposed to any man laboring when not on 
duty, and this theory was followed strictly 
as far as business was concerned. There 
had to be some laxness about the rule 
when it came to politics, and his home in 
Washington was often the haven for im- 
portant conferences long after the work- 
ing hcurs of the day were past. For sev- 
eral months once the Republicans held 
their caucuses there ‘at his invitation. 

Hard work did not interfere with the so- 
cial side of Mr. McMillan’s life. From his 
boyhood's days he was known as the best 
of company, full of anecdote, never melan- 
choly or pessimistic, and with a wide range 
of infcrmation that made him a pleasing 
compenion to ali sorts of men. The old 
workmen that served under him when he 
was a young purchasing agent and con- 
tractor’s manager remember him as al- 
ways cheerful, always ready to help those 
who were ready to help themselves. The 
business men and politicians of his adopt- 
ed State recall that no press of- work was 
great enough to make him forget there 
was a time for recreation and enjoyment. 
Washington khew him as a “ home man,’ 
fond of his friends and ever ready to ex- 
tend to them his hospitality, but never as 
a social favorite in the sense that he liked 
crowds or public entertainments. 

To the newspaper interviewer, whom a 
Senator has to meet almost as regularly 
as he gets his breakfast, Mr. McMillan 
was a model of v ge # but a man of few 
words. If he had anything to say for pub- 
lic@tion he said it in a few words and so 
plamly that he could not be misinterpret- 
ed. If he had nothing to say he said so 
politely. 


IN THE SENATE. 


In the Senate he was particularly well 
known for his interest in the affairs of the 
District of Columbia. When he first be- 
came a member of that body he was made 
Chairman of the Committee on Manufact- 
ures and a member of the Committees on 
Naval Affairs, Agriculture, and District 
of Columbia. The latter is one of the 
most important committees. The local 
Government consists of three Commission- 
ers, appointed by the President of the 
United States, who, in conjunction with 
the Chairmen of the two District Com- 
mittees of the Senate and House, rule the 
city. Mr. McMillan, who ultimately be- 
came the leading member of the Senate 
committee, will be long remembered for 
the work he did as one of the five city 
fathers, whose duties comprised all those 
of the Mayor, Controller, Aldermen, and 
Commissioners of any other city. 

In the Naval Committee he did not have 
much to do before the war with Spain, but 
then the work came thick and fast, and 
the success of United States warships at 
Santiago and Manila and elsewhere has 
been credited to Senator McMillan as much 
as to any other member of the Senate or 
House. On the Committee on Commerce 
he did valuable service, knowing thor- 
oughly, as he did, all the various phases 
of the country’s commercial possibilities 
and needs. 

One of the habits the Senator had—and 
one that was remarked upon by his friends 
as proving what an indefatigable worker 
he was—was the personal supervision of 
his correspondence. He made it a rule to 
answer every letter directed to him and 
to read each one through. He would dic- 
tate the reply, and then read it over be- 
fore signing it. And yet he had the busi- 
ness of important National committees 
and the handling of his own millions on 
his shoulders continuously. In the mat- 
ter of Federal patronage what Senator 
McMillan said about Michigan ‘“ went.” 
For his political friends in that State he 
obtained many prominent offices, and if 
he spoke against a Michigan man that 
man’s chances were killed. 

The Senator’s favorite recreation, among 

many, was reading, and what he liked 
best to read was the life of Napoleon. He 
had a collection of Napoleonic literature, it 
is declared, that could not be surpassed in 
the world. For athletic sports of all sorts 
he had a decided liking, particularly for 
baseball, and when there was a good series 
of games in Washington, any one looking 
for him was very sure to see him making 
his way whithersoever they were being 
layed. In this he was no different from 
enator Gorman, Thomas B. Reed, and 
many other National legislators who were 
accustomed to take in the ball game every 
afternoon when they had a chance. 


MICHIGAN REPUBLICANS 
HAVE LOST A LEADER. 


This Is the Case at Beginning of What 
Promises to be a Close State 
Campaign.

DETROIT, Aug. 10.—Senator McMillan’s 
death leaves the Republican Party in Mich- 
igan without a leader at the beginning ‘of 
what promises to be a close State cam- 
paign. ° 

Gov. Bliss was renominated by the Re- 
Dublicans largely through Senator MeMil- 
lan’s influence. He is opposed by George 
H. Durand, and it is said thousands of Re- 
publicans were preparing to vote for Mr. 
Durand and for a Democratic Legislature 
on purely State issues, such as “ ripper- 
ism."’ Though the State went Republican 
by about 80,000 two years ago, it was 
thought the Democrats would succeed. 

With the United States Senatorship in- 
volved, however, it is expected that the 
Administration will take a hand. National 
issues will probably be given more promi- 
nence and party feeling strengthened, and 
the Republicans may pull through now, it 
is believed. 

Senator McMillan had hoped that upon 
the expiration of his term in 1907 he would 
be succeeded by his oldest son, W. C. Mc- 
Millan, the Jatter having been his father's 
political representative on local matters 
for several years. Gov. Bliss's gratitude 
to the Senator may dictate the appoint- 
ment of young Mr. McMillan. The latter 
has many great business affairs, and his 
health is not considered good. 

Gen. R. A. Alger, ex-Secretary of War, 
is Gov. Bliss’s closest personal and political 
adviser. Gen. Alger wanted to go to the 
Senate last year as a State justification 
after his National exit, but Mr. McMillan 
forced him out of the race, Gen. Alger still 
wants to be Senator, it Is believed. 

At the time of his death Mr. McMillan 
was in thorough control of the Republican 


machine of the State, and his removal will 
create considerable confusion in the party, 
it is agreed.

THE GOVERNOR IS SHOCKED. 


Expresses Regret at Senator McMiillan’s 
Death, but Declines to Discuss 
Question of a Successor. 


SAGINAW, Mich., Aug. 10.—Gov. A. T. 
Bliss was greatly shocked at the death of 
Senator James McMillan and expressed 
the regret which he said he knew would 
be generally shared over the loss sus- 
tained by the State and Nation. 

He declined to be interviewed regarding 
the matter of a successor to Senator Mc- 
Millan until after the funeral, but inti- 


mated that the vacancy would undoubted- 
ly be left to the State Legislature to fill in 
the regular way when that body con- 
venes in January next unless some unex- 
pected contingency should render a tem- 
porary appointment advisable, 


SLAIN BY OCTOGENARIAN. 


Wife Handed Knife to Her Aged Hus- 
band—Victim’s Family Bathed 
In His Blood. 

Pietro Guardina, a Neapolitan fish deal- 
er, living in Brooklyn, took his family to 
see relatives in Elizabeth Street yesterday 
and was murdered there by a Sicilian of 
eighty-two years, Antonio Zirotoli, who 
severed Guardina’s jugular vein with a 
knife his wife handed him. 

In making the arrest and dispersing a 
crowd of over 1,000 Italians and others two 
detectives were roughly handled, but not 
seriously hurt, by Guardina’s people. The 
reserves of two police stations were called 
upon to clear the street. 

Guardina was only twenty-three years 
old. He lived with his wife and children 
at 367 Hudson Avenue, Brooklyn. He drove 
over in a carriage with his wife and two 
children to visit Leo Guardina, his brother, 
and family, at 117 Elizabeth Street. With- 
out asking the permission of Antonio Ziro- 
toli, the shoemaker, at 126 Elizabeth 
Street, or of the son, Micaelo, who has a 
stable at 124, Guardina put his horse and 
carriage in Micaelo’s stable. 

It was late in the afternoon when Guar- 
dina went down to get the horse and car- 
riage ready to go home. He met Micaelo 
Zirotoli, who asked him what right he had 
to put his horse and carriage in the stable. 
Then came curses and incriminations in 
Italian, while the men, getting more and 
more excited, made their way out to the 
sidewalk. There the families joined in. 
They tried to settle the matter with fists 
at first. All the Guardinas’and Zirotolis 
were in the squabble, and fifteen men, wo- 
men, and children were paired off or fight- 
ing in threes and fours, while many Ital- 
ians gathered to see the row. 

As soon as the octogenarian Antonio and 
his wife, Carmela, who is fifty-one years 
old, joined the fighting, witnesses say the 
woman handed a knife to her aged hus- 
band. The old man was near Guardina, and 
understood what the quarrel was about, 


and he looked on Pietro Guardina as the 
chief offender. He thrust the blade of the 
knife deeply into Guardina’s neck and the 
man fell to the sidewalk. 

In an instant all the fighting stopped. 
But the excitement increased a hundreg- 
fald. The Guardinas shrieked franucally, 
ahd knelt down beside the murdered man's 
body and thrust their hands into the blood 
flowing from Guardina’s wound and bathed 
their faces with it, spattering their cloth- 
ing, and all the time invoking curses and 
prayers in Italian. The sight so awed the 
crowd that they moved back, so that_De- 
tectives McGough and Hauck of the Mul- 
berry Street Station were able to get 
through. They had been at Elizabeth and 
Grand Streets, and say they saw the old 
man stab Guardina. Detectives Galligan 
and Burke of the same station, also came 
= with some police. They saw Hauck and 
McGough seize the old shoemaker, and 
they immediately tried to get witnesses. 
They questioned several of the Guardinas, 
but the latter turned on them. Infuriated 
by the death of their relative, the Guardi- 
nas mobbed Burke and Galligan. The men 
struck at them with their fists, and the 
women made so furious an attack that the 
detectives were driven up against the house 
wall. The Itallans shouted all sorts of 
threats as they beat the two men back, 
while Hauck and McGough took their man 
into a hallway and drew their revolvers. 

The Mulberry Street police had been 
notified that there was a riot and they sent 
out their reserves, in addition to those trom 
Elizabeth Street. They quickly drove the 
Italians and others out, and rushed on the 
Guardinas and those helpine them. They 
drove them all into tenements thereabouts, 
not arresting any as Galligan and Burke 
were bruised but not dangerously hurt. 

Young Guardina’s body was carried into 
his brother's house, and Antonio Ziroltoli 


was locked up. 


GUN PLANT SALE ILLEGAL. 


Judge Kirkpatrick Sets Aside Dynamite 


Gun Company Property Transfer. 
Special io The New York Times. 
TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 10.—By a decision 
of Judge Kirkpatrick of the United States 
Court the sale of the dynamite gun plant 

has been declared illegal. 

Franklin Patterson of Atlantic Highlands 
was a superintendent of the Dynamite Gun 
Company at the time the plant was being 
installed, about seven years ago, at a cost 
of over $300,000. The company falled be- 
fore the work was completed, and Patter- 
son secured an attachment against the 
plant. As Congress refused to make an 
appropriation to pay Patterson's claim, he 
secured an order from the court ordering 
the plant sold to satisfy the claim. 

At this point the Government secured an 
injunction restraining the sale of the prop- 
erty on the grounds that the plant was a 


valuable part of the coast defences and 
that Patterson should wait until Congress 
had passed on the matter again and made 
an appropriation. 


REFORMATORY OFFICIAL OUT. 


Gov. Murphy Not Pleased with the In- 
stitution’s Record of Success- 
ful Escapes.

TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 10.—The resig- 
nation of Ira W. Otterson, Superintend- 
ent of the Jamesburg Reformatory, is in 
the hands of Gov. Murphy and will be ac- 
cepted. The reason for Mr. Otterson going 
is given as ill health. 

For some time there have been stories 
that Otterson would retire, and when Gov. 
Murphy went into office it was plainly 


intimated that Otterson would go out. It 
is known that Gov. Murphy is not pleased 
with the record the reformatory has for 
successful escapes.

The cele- 
bration opened with a thanksgiving mass 
at St. Mary's Church at 9 o'clock, with 
Dr. Burtsell celebrant. More than 150 
riests from this archdiocese were present. 
his afternoon two hundred of Dr. Burt- 
sell’s old parishioners from the Church of 
the Epiphany of New York, which he 
founded and was pastor of for twenty-two 
years, came here on a special train and 
gave him a reception. On their behalf 
Thomas Goodwin of New York presented 
Dr. Burtsell with a handsome silver chalice 
and ebony crucifix.

SHOT BY POLICEMAN 
WHILE BEING ARRESTED 


Man Wanted for Months Probably 
Fatally Wounded. 


Marrinan Did the Shooting — Prisoner 
Gives His Version of the Affair in 
an Ante-Mortem Statement. 


Joseph Kehoe of 94 East Broadway was 
shot in the abdomen and probably fatally 
wounded by Policeman John Marrinan of 
the Madison Street Station ‘at the corner 
of Madison and Market Streets yesterday 
afternoon. 

Kehoe was wanted on a charge of feloni- 
ous assault said to have been committed on 
the night of May 31. At that time, the po- 
lice say, he went into the saloon of Joseph 
Gertner, at 68 Henry Street, with a man 
named Turner and five or six companions. 
Kehoe, the police say, threw a chair at 
Gertner and Turner fired at him, inflicting 
a slight scalp wound. While Gertner was 
down Kehoe is said to have struck him 
over the head with a copper ale measure. 
The police say the crowd was bent on rob- 
bery, but failed to secure anything. 

Capt. Thompson, then in command, sent 
out a general alarm for Kehoe and Turner, 


and it is said the men have kept out of the 
city ever since. 

Marrinan, who knows Kehoe, saw him 
last evening at the corner of Madison and 
Market Streets, and went up to him. Ke- 
hoe, according’ to Capt. Cottrell, who has 
succeeded Capt. Thompson at Madison 
Street, has repeatedly said that he would 
do up any policeman who attempted to ar- 
rest him. 

Marrinan, who is the man that was called 
a “bum” by ex-Chief Devery, put his 
hand on Kehoe and told him he wanted 
him. The police say that Kehoe replied: 
*“ You can't take me.’” With that he struck 
Marrinan in the face with his fist and 
called several near-by companions to come 
to his assistance. Marrinan had caught 
hold of him, but Kehoe broke away. The 
oliceman seized him again with his left 

and, while at the same time he drew his 
revolver with his right. Marrinan is said 
to have told him then that he was under 
arrest and that he would have to come or 
‘it will be one or the other of us." 

Kehoe still refused to go and continued to 
struggle. The police do not say whether 
Marrinan’s revolver was discharged by ac- 
cident or not. But while the men were 
struggling a shot was fired from the re- 
volver in the policeman’s hand and Kehoe 
fell to the sidewalk with a bullet wound in 
his abdomen. 

Marrinan at once telephoned to the Madi- 
son Street Station and also to the Gouver- 
neur Hospital for an ambulance. Dr. Mc- 
Donald came with the ambulance, found 
the man bleeding profusely, and hurried 
him to the hospital. Kehoe went under ar- 
rest, guarded by Patrolman Wurchner. 

Meanwhile, the reserves from the Madison 
Street Station were turned out and a pa- 
trol wagon was sent to the scene of the 
shooting. Their presence was not needed, 
however, as the shooting of Kehoe had 
frightened away the man’s companions. 

At Gouverneur Hospital Coroner Golden- 
kranz secured the following ante-mortem 
Statement from Kehoe. 

“T was about to pass the corner of Mar- 
ket and Madison Streets,"’ said the wound- 
ed man, ‘‘and the policeman hailed me, 
saying: ‘Hello, Kehoe.’ I said, ‘ Hello, 
John,’ and crossed the street to get a cigar- 
ette from a friend named Dick Hines. 
When I came back the policeman said: ‘I 
will have to put you under arrest.’ ‘ What 
for?’ I asked. ‘ For shooting a man,’ said 
the policeman, 

*“** Why, John, I never shot a man in my 
life,’ I said. Then the noliceman hit me 
over the head with his club. 

*** John, I never did you a bad turn in 
my life, why did you do this?’ I said. 

*“** Never mind,’ said the policeman. ‘I 
want you—are you going to walk along 
with me?’ 

“Then he told a man belonging to the 
baker shop at the corner of Madison and 
Market Streets to call a patrol wagon. 
Meanwhile my friends began to collect and 
asked me what was the matter. Then the 
policeman, when he saw my friends talking 
to me, pulls out his revolver. I put my hand 
on it and said: ‘ John, you needn't do that.’ 

‘Then he shot me in the abdomen and I 
did not remember anything more.” 

At the station house Capt. Cottrell would 
not let reporters see Marrinan, declaring 
he was asleep in the reserve room, 

“He is all worked up over the shoot- 
ing,’ said the Captain, ‘‘and went up to 
get some sheen’, 

Capt. Cottrell told the story of the shoot- 
ing, but would not say whether the shoot- 
ing was accidental. 

** During the altercation between the two 
Marrinan’s revolver was discharged and 
Kehoe shot In the abdomen,” was as defi- 
nite a statement as Cottrell would make. 
Mrs. Ellen Kehoe, the man's mother, vis- 
ited him at the hospital. 

Kehoe is a brother-in-law of Patrolman 
Corbett of the station out of which Patrol- 
man Marrinan walks his beat. Corbett 
and his wife live with the Kehoes. Last 
night Mrs. Corbett said that her brother 
is a slip of a boy, not more than twenty 
years old, and not large for his years. 

The police record which the wounded 
prisoner {s said to have, Mrs. Corbett de- 
clared, consisted of a few arrests on 
charges of abooting craps, breaking win- 
dows, and other slight offences, of which 
boys of the east side, she said, are very 
likely to be guilty. She declared that 
he had never been under arrest for any 
serious offense. 

‘* Joe was born and reared in thig block,”’ 
she said, ‘‘and it is but natural’that he 
should do those little things which all 
of his playmates do. Those who are fa- 
miliar with the conditions in this part of 
town know that. He is a good-hearted boy. 
I know of no reason why the policeman 
should have shot him. I was not there, but 
I understand that the policeman was talk- 
ing with him, and if he was, I do not 
see why he should have had to use his 
gun to place him under arrest if he wanted 
him, . 

‘No, I do not known Marrinan, and I 
don't know that any one in our family 
knows him, except Joe, who, of course, 
knew the policeman on this beat, and my 
husband, who is attached to the same sta- 
tion. After the affair to-night several 
persons who witnessed it sent their names 
to my mother, and said that the shootin 
was outrageous. I don’t know what wil 
be done about it. Everybody in this part 
of town knows that that policeman was 
a bad man, and everybody knows what 
Devery said*about him. I suppose he will 
be arrested, at least until there is an of- 
ficial investigation."’ 

Kehoe, scumrerne to the police, has been 
arrested several times on charges of cs- 
sault and attempted robbery, and during 
the past year has been arrested on differ- 
ent charges by Policemen Baker, Kane, and 
Delaney. He assaulted Delaney in Bast 
Broadway, and he broke Kane's finger 
while the latter was placing him under ar- 
rest.

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PRINCE CHEN ATTENDS 
BIG CHINESE DINNER 


Fifty Courses That Four Cooks 
Prepared in Ten Days. 


Minister Wu the Host in the Chinese 
Consul’s House — The Ride to 
Grant’s Tomb, with Stop at 
Fire Engine House. 


Prince Chen, the cousin of the Emperor 
of China, who arrived here on Saturday 
on board the St. Paul, on his wgy home to 
China, was the guest of honor last evening 
at the most elaborate Chinese dinner ever 
given in this country, or, as a member of 
the Chinese Legation at Washington ex- 
pressed it, “the dinner to Li Hung Chang 
and to Chang Yen Hoon were as shadows 
to this one.’”” Although there were only 
thirty guests there were fifty courses. 
Four cooks worked ten days preparing it. 
At the rate of twelve courses to the hour or 
one every five minutes, the guests were at 
the tables for more than four hours. 

The host was Wu Ting-fang, the Chinese 
Minister, and the dinner was enjoyed at 280 
West Seventy-first Street, the home of the 

1inese Consul, Chow Tzchi. Minister Wu 
was asked yesterday afternoon to describe 
the dinner. 

“It will be a regular Chinese dinner,” he 
said, ‘‘somewhat out of the ordinary, per- 
haps, for the guest is a Prince of the blood 
royal. I can’t describe the courses, of 
which, I suppose, there will be a large num- 
ber, but what they are I will not know until 
they appear on the table.” 

Among the guests were the members of 
the Prince’s suite and members of the Chi- 
nese Legation at Washington, Third Assist- 
ant Secretary of State Herbert D. Pierce, 
who represented the President, and Private 
Secretary James B. Reynolds, representing 
Mayor Low. There were three tables, and 
at the Prince’s® table were seven diners. 
The Prince occupied the seat of honor at 
the left°of Minister Wu, and Secretary 
Pierce sat at the Minister’s right. The 
others were Li Liang Chen Tung, who will 
succeed Wu Ting-fang as Minister; Mr. 
Reynolds, Wang Kai Keh, the Prince's 
English secretary; Mrs. Chow, the Consul, 
and two secretaries. 

The decorations, which consisted mainly 
of American roses, and the champagne 
were the only American feature of the af- 
fair. Otherwise the banquet was Chinese 
fim every particular. Consul Chow and 
Vice Consul Wing were appealed to for a 
menu, but they said they did not know 


- what the courses were, and that the only 


person who did know was the chief cook 
who came from Washington for the occa- 
sion, The chief cook said that the English 
language was not big enough to describe 
the dishes, and that it would take a column 
of space and a font of Chinese type to 
print the bill of fare. Among the dishes 
which had familiar names, he said, were 
sharks’ fins and bird’s-nest soup. 

The service also was Chinese, ivory chop 
sticks having been placed at each guest’s 
plate. 

“Are you going to make Mr. Reynolds 
eat with chopsticks?’’ Vice Consul Wang 
Was asked. 

*“ Well, you know,” he replied, “‘ that we 
can’t compel him to. I suppose he can 
have a fork if he wants one.” 

There were no speeches at the dinner, as 
Minister Wu explained that speeches are 
not delivered at Chinese dinners. “ But,” 
he added, “ there will be lots of talk.” 


THE PRINCE RECEIVES CALLERS. 


In anticipation of the hard work of the 
evening, Prince Chen passed a quiet day. 
After a light breakfast soon after 9 o'clock 
he was photographed in his apartments, 
and at 11 o'clock he partook of another 
breakfast. Then Mr. Wang translated the 
newspaper reports of his arrival, and he 
said the Prince was amused and pleased. 
He had a luncheon at 1:30, and between 
that time and 4:30, when he started out on 
his drive, he received callers from China- 


town. 

In the rooms of the Waldorf-Astoria, 

where the Orientals are quartered, hardly a 
sound could be heard yesterday. Although 
fifty or sixty of the Prince's party and 
callers were in the rooms or passing 
through the halls their slippered feet made 
mo noise.. Voices rose rarely above a 
whisper. Detective Sergeants McDonald, 
Duggan, and Kinsley were on duty at the 
hotel. Detective McDonald, who speaks 
Chinese like a native, said he picked up the 
language in Chinatown when he was on 
duty there. Consequently when the fact 
was discovered by visitors Detective Mc- 
Donald became an information bureau, and 
all questions were referred to him for set- 
tlement. He was on duty at the Consul’s 
residence during the banquet, and Detec- 
tives Duggan and Kinsley accompanied the 
Prince on the drive. 
-For that part of the day’s programme 
Mr. Reynolds was the host. The party 
left the hotel at 4:30 in four open car- 
riages, the Prince with Mr. Reynolds, Sir 
Liang Chen Tung occupying the first, 
while Minister Wu, Mr. Peirce, and two 
secretaries sat in the second. At Mr. 
Peirce’s suggestion a stop was made at 
the fire station just west of Sixth Ave- 
nue-on Thirty-third Street, where Deputy 
Chief William Duane has his headquarters, 
a@nd-where are quartered Hook and Ladder 
Company No. 24, searchlight engine No. 
2, and water tower No. 3. 

An inspection was made of the apparatus 
and the life net, when its use was explained 
to the visitors, seemed to interest them 
more than anything. While they were 
standing near one of the brass poles, which 
the firemen use as a rapid transit system of 
getting down stairs, Capt. Conlon gave a 
signal, and a big, 180-pound fireman shot 
down the pole as if he had been dropped 
from the ceiling. As the fireman landed 
on the rubber net the Prince jumped in 
surprise. Minister Wu clapped his hands 
and laughed heartily. Then Mr. Wu sug- 
ested first to the Prince and then to Sir 

iang that they slide down to the floor 
below, but they shook their heads. 


FIREMEN PRAISED. 

Then the visitors were directed to the 
raised platform in the corner of the engine 
house, and Capt. Conlon touched a bell. 
Instantly the poles were black with men, 
swarming down; three horses ran out from 


their stalls and into position, and the har- 
mess was buckled on. A number of the 
visitors were frightened at the suddenness 
of the affair, but the most of them: were 
so pleased that they asked to have it done 
over again. The next time the engine was 
ready in seven and a half seconds. 

* Wonderful,’’ said Prince Chen. ‘‘ That 
is a great improvement on the méthods in 
my country.”’ 2 

“The rapidity with which the thing was 
done,” said Sir Liang, ‘“‘ was marvelous. 
Another marvelous thing is the rapidity 
with which our young men learn your cus- 
toms,"’. he continued, pointing to an at- 
taché who had just scratched a match on 
the sole of his shoe, and was holding it for 
the Prince to light his cigarette. 

The party then got into closed carriages, 
for rain had begun to fall, and continued 
on their way up Fifth Avenue and through 
Central Park. Four mounted policemen 
preceded the procession, which attracted 
much attention in the Park, as the people 
caught a look of the bright costumes within 
the curriages. 

The Prince wore a light blue undergown, 
with a yellow brocaded jacket, while the 
others wore jackets of blue and purple 
flowered silk. The Prince commented on 
the beauty of the drives, and while pass- 
ing the Harlem Mere, where immense lily 

ads were seen, he exclaimed: ‘‘ That is 
ust like a lake I have at home.”’ They went 
along the East Drive, and, arin the 
Park at One Hundred and Tenth Street, 
drove past the Columbia Library, which 
they admired. 

AT GRANT'S TOMB. 


The members of the party alighted at 
Grant’s Tomb, where Park Commissioner 
Willcox was awaiting them.

REFUSES TO LET MOTORMAN GO 


Magistrate Zeller Refers to Wife’s Nar- 
row Escape, and Says Cars Run 


Too Fast. 

*“*T will not discharge this man before me. 
These accidents are entirely too numerous. 
The rate of speed at which the cars on cer- 
tain lines are run is outrageous. Only a 
day or two ago one of your cars came pret- 
ty near killing my wife. Children are not 
safe on the street, especially on Madison 
Avenue.” 

Magistrate Zeller, in the Harlem Police 
Court, yesterday thus delivered himself 
when a lawyer representing the Metropoli- 
tan Street Railway Company asked the 
court to discharge from custody Thomas 
Mullaney, a motorman who on Saturday 
night ran down and severely injured an 
Italian named Andreas at One Hundred 
and Thirty-fourth Street and Third Avenue. 
The lawyer asked for the discharge of the 


motorman, saying that the affair was an 
accident pure and simple. 

It was only a few days ago that the wife 
of the Magistrate was run into by a car 
and knocked down. 

‘“* There is no excuse,’’ he continued, “ for 
the reckless speed used by some of the 
cars. Why, the other day I tried to get 
off a car on Madison Avenue. The car was 
running at such a high rate of speed that 
it could not be stopped for nearly a block. 

‘“‘I propose to try to put a stop to some 
of it. I shall go out and make arrests my- 
self if I see any more cars running at un- 
lawful speed.”’ 

As the injured man was unable to appear 
in court Magistrate Zeller paroled the mo- 
torman until Wednesday, when the Italian 
is expected to be able to be in court.

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AQUARIUM’S NEW ARRIVALS. 


An Albino Eel Which Attracts Attention 
—The Story of the Multiplying 
Seahorse. 


What the Battery Park loungers and old 
habitues of the Aquarium call a “ golden 
snake,’’ but .what Superintendent Spencer 
says is an albino eel, was the centre of at- 
traction in the Aquarium yesterday. The 
eel was caught in Pelham Park a few days 
ago, and is on exhibition in the first tank 
on the south ground floor, where it divides 
the privilege of the wafer with two or 
three hundred of the finny dwarfs known 
as sticklebacks. 

The new specimen Mr, Spencer said yes- 
terday was one of the Winest of the freak 
albino type he had ever seen. It is prac- 
tically devoid of spots, being of a deep 
yellow tint from the tip of its stubby tail 
to its peculiarly shaped head. Mr. Spencer, 
however, doubts if the creature will retain 
its rich coloring, and says that the ex- 
posure to the sun will probably cause it 
to turn white, or nearly so. The eel was 
caught with a spear, and has an ugly 
wound near its tail fin. With careful 
treatment the wound is expected to heal, 
and with fairly good luck Mr. Spencer 
thinks it will be possible to exhibit the fish 
for a long time to come. 

The angel fish have been unusually busy 
of late, trying to exterminate one another. 
Although they bear a name that is sug- 
gestive of @verything good and kind, they 
are, nevertheless, probably the most vicious 
of all the gay tinted specimens from Ber- 


mudan waters to be found on exhibition in 
the Aquarium, and many of them are 
killed by their fellows in transit or after 
their arrival. 

The fatalities of late, however, have not 


been entirely among the angel fish, for | 


during the past week one of the parrot fish, 
which Species is considered by’ many to 
be the most beautiful, certainly the most 
extravagantly tinted fish in the Aquarium, 
died. The dead parrot was one of the lot 
that >on | arrived, and had been .sick 
ever since his arrival. Everything was 
done that could be thought of in the Aqua- 
rium hospital to cure him, but the expert 
treatment was unavailing. 

Over on the northern side of the Aquari- 
um last week the deaths outnumbered 
those on the south side by at least 1,500. 

About ten days ago a friend of the Aqua- 
rium presented to the establishment a full- 
grown sea horse. The new arrival was 
riven a nice tank all to herself. The morn- 
ng after her arrival Mr. Spencer went to 
the tank and almost collapsed with sur- 
prise, for instead of one horse, Je saw 
about 1,500 playing in the tank. The sea 
horse had hatched about 2,000 eggs during 
the night. Despite all efforts to preserve 
their lives, however, the ‘“‘colts”’ died off, 
and in a few days the last of the big fam- 
ily passed away. The old mother horse 
in grief sulked away to a corner of the 
tank, and the next day came to the surface 
a corpse.

Wounded Man Found in Central Park 
Said He Heard Voices Call- 
ing Him. 

“‘T heard voices calling me, then I knew 
that the Lord wanted me to die,”’ was the 
excuse given by William Christie for an 
attempt at suicide in Central Park when 
arraigned before Magistrate Pool in the 
Yorkville Court yesterday morning. 

Christie was found on one of the benches 
near the West Drive and Seventy-second 
Street by Officer Thomas Downey about 
6:15 A. M. He had made at least seven 
wounds, four near the heart, two over the 
left eye, and other places, besides cutting 
a severe gash.in his neck. A small pen- 
knife blade was used and failed to pene- 
trate his body deep enough to cause se- 
rious result. 

His wounds were dressed at the Park 
\Station by a physician, and although suf- 


fering from the loss of blood he was taken 
to the Yorkville Court. 

‘““My wife disappeared two years ago,” 
said Christie to the Magistrate, ‘‘ and since 
then I have been broken-hearted, wander- 
ing about from place to place, without a 
home. I am a tallor and was fairly pros- 
p®rous up to the time my wife left me.” 

He then told the Judge that some one 
called upon him to die, but he regretted 
his act, and pleaded to be sent to a hos- 
pital. 

He was sent to Bellevue Hospital and 
will be examined as to his sanity. 


MAY BE SPANISH PARRICIDE. 
Young Mah Arrested on the Steamship 
La Toukaine to be Held to Await 
Extradition. 

The young man who arrived on board the 





steamship La Touraine on Saturday under 


the name of Louis Bardi, and who was de- 
tained at Ellis Island at the 
the Acting Spanish Consul General is said 
to be Bassilio Nuanna of San Sebastian, 
Spain, an alleged parricide. 
on the French liner came in the steerage 
and was dressed as a laborer, but he ap- 
pears to be well educated. 

A few days ago a description of Nuanna 
was furnished to the New York Detective 
Bureau by the Acting Consul General, Ma- 
riano Fabregas Sotelo, with a request that 
he be arrested on the arrival of the Tour- 
aine if he came, as it was supposed he 
would, on that liner. When the Touraine 
docked on Saturday Detective Sergeants 
Moody and Leeson went on board and 
looked over the steerage passengers. Fi- 
nally they picked out a young Spaniard 
answering the description of Nuanna. 
When they asked him his name he gave 
that of Bardi, which the Spanish authori- 
ties had said that Nuanna was supposed to 
have assumed. 

The local police are somewhat in the dark 
concerning the exact nature of the crime 
that Nuanna is supposed to have com- 
mitted. From the information furnished by 
the Foreign Office at Madrid he may have 
killed his father or mother, or both, or 
may have taken the life of his grandpa- 
rents. The young Spaniard did not see fit 
to enlighten the local authorities on the 
point. 

The young man who is detained speaks 
French fluently and says that he is a stu- 
dent at a university near Toulouse, France. 
He did not appear to be much concerned 
by his arrest. By the decision of Commis- 
sioner Williams he will be detained at El- 


lis Island pending a possible demand tor 
his extradition by the Spanish Government. 


BOY HIT BY LIGHTED LAMP.

Sails for New York Wednesday — He 
Says the Friars Are Not Hated by a 
Majority of the Filipinos. 


ROME, Aug. 10.—Thomas Rodriguez, Gen- 
eral of the Augustinians and supreme head 
of the whole order, which is very power- 
ful at Rome, will leave here to-morrow for 


Naples, where he will go on board the 


York. Father Rodriguez will 


Father Rodriguez's journey to the United 
States has been attributed to an intention 
to send American Augustinians to replace 
the Spanish members of the order now in 
the Philippines. Father Rodriguez, whep 
questioned to-day on this matter, said noth- 


‘ Nothing can be done,” he said, “ while 
the negotiations are still pending between 
the Holy See and the United States. Who- 
ever is impartial must admit it to be 
strange that, while Washington cannot or 
will not expel the friars from the Philip- 
pine Archipelago, it should request this to 
be done by the Vatican, whose principal 
duty and interest is to protect the friars, 
both materially and morally. 

“The truth is that the friars are not 
hated by a majority of the Filipinos, but 
only by that faction which wanted to get 


them in order to be left without 
curb er law. This I verified myself, when, 
in 1896, I visited the islands from end to 
end, and I have had confirmation of this 
statement in recent reports. which say 
that friars have been called again to par- 
ishes outside of Manila which they left 
the revolution of 1898, this being 
partly due to their excellent work in the 
present cholera scourge. 

The result is that the Augustinians now 
again occupy ten places outside of Manila. 
They would easily be able to return to all 
the abandoned interior districts, where 
they formerly administered religion to 
2,500,000 Filipinos, if the civil government 
of the islands showed more energy in re- 
pressing the rebellious elements, which are 
against the Americans not less than 
against the friars. 

‘* Experience will convince Washington of 
the necessity of having the Philippines un- 
der strict rule, as the natives are entirely 
lacking in the natural qualities or political 
education needed to govern themselves. If 
autonomy is granted them one year will be 
sufficient to reduce the islands to anarchy, 
the most powerful Filipinos becoming the 
heads of so many tribes or factions. 

“With regard to the substitution of 
American for Spanish Augustinians in the 
islands, the difficulty is that while the 
friars of our order in fhe Philippines at 
one time numbered over 300 and even now 
amount to 130, those in the United States, 
who are mostly at Villanova, near Phila- 
delphia, number only about 100, 
them scarcely ten could be spared.

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WHAT WAS DONE FOR CUBA 


Statement Showing Results Ac- 
complished Under United 
States Rule. 


Bureau of Insular Affairs Goes Into Full 
Details—Better Sanitation a 
Notable Feature. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—The Bureau of 
Insular Affairs of the War Department has 
prepared a statement showing what the 
United States accomplished during the oc- 
cupation of Cuba from the time the Mili- 
tary Government was established, July 18, 
1898, until May 19, 1902. 

Sixteen Custom Houses were estab- 
lished, one at the thief port, Havana, and 
others at the principal sub-ports of the 
island, and tariffs were put in force. The 
principal changes in the tariff have been 
the gradual reduction of duties on exports 
from time to time until April 1, 19017 when 
these duties were entirely abolished. More 
than 300 Post Offices were established, with 
native Postmasters. 

There was established a Department of 
Finance, presided over by a general Treas- 
urer and six Provincial Treasurers, one for 
each province. Subsequently these prov- 


inces were redistricted, and formed into 
eleven so-called fiscal zones, 

Thousands of brood cattle and horsés 
were purchased and resold to natives on 
easy terms, enabling them to resume work 
= would not otherwise have been pos- 
Sibie. 

The number of schoolhouses provided 
nearly equals those,in this country for a 
corresponding area. 

A telegraph line was built, connecting 
with the principal cities throughout the 
island, and maintained by the United 
States Signal Corps. Pubile roads were 
opened throughout the island. As a sani- 
tary measure the streets of many of the 
cities were paved, and extensive systems 
of sewerage constructed. 

The harbors of the island were greatly 
improved, a system of buoys and beacons 
was established, Government warehouses 
and docks repaired and constructed, and 
regulations governing the harbors estab- 
lished. 

The total revenues from all sources col- 
lected during the occupation was $57,200,- 
000, and the expenditures therefrom $55,- 
570,000, the remainder having been turned 
over to the Republic of Cuba at the time 
of the withdrawal of United States author- 
ity, May 19, 1902. 

A feature of the expense account in Cuba 
was occasioned by the condition of the 
municipalities, all of which showed large 
deficits in their annual budgets. In the 
fiscal year 1899 more than $1,000,000 was 
contributed to defray these deficits, and 
thereafter the schools, police and municipal 
hospitals, and charities were maintained 
almost entirely at the expense of the 
Insular Government. This condition has 
been very largely overcome. 

The following shows some of the expendi- 
tures made from Cuban revenues: 

Justice and public instruction, $11,105,838. 
Rural guard and administration, $5,247,685. 
Meee industry, and commerce, $1,129,- 

DAY, 

Barracks and quarters, $2,524,682. 

Public buildings, works, ports, 
$5,955,390, 

Charities and hospitals, $4,128,057. 

Sanitation, $9,703,457. 

The buildings selected for barracks and 
quarters for the army were used only tem- 
porarily by the troops, and when repaired 
were turned over to the municipalities as 
hospitals. 

That the administration of the Depart- 
ment of Sanitation was thorough in its 
results is apparent in the large decrease 
of the death rate in the island since modern 
sanitary measures have prevailed. The 
death rate prior to this time had been as 
high as 80 and 90 to 1,000, but decreased to 
less than 28 in 1,000, and during the season 
just passed, when yellow fever was former- 
ly at its height, Havana was entirely free 
from this epidemic. 

The marine qperantipe conducted by the 
United States Marine Hospital Service has 
been effective in preventing the spread of 
contagious diseases. The Gulf States of the 
Union have also profited. 

The branches of Government were organ- 
ized, and'had been gradually put into the 
hands of native officers who had been 
associated in the departments with Amer- 
ican administrators.

EMULATOR OF TRACY 
MEETS A LIKE FATE. 


Young California Desperado, After a 
Brief Career, Was Wounded and 
Committed Suicide. 

SAN JOSE, Cal., Aug. 10.—A series of 
daring highway robberies which resulted 
in the sensational death of one of the rob- 
bers and the wounding of a citizen took 
place on the Monteraro Road last night. 
Two young men, apparently little more 
than boys, compelled an aged woman who 
was driving along the highway near Eden- 
vale to deliver her horse and buggy to 
them. They then drove to E. F.-.Heples's 
store, at Coyote, where they purchased 
cartridges for a revolver. That they loaded, 
and immediately held up the proprietor 
and several bystanders. 
From Heples’s’ store 
toward Gilroy. Within a quarter of a 
mile of that town they met W. W. Mc- 
Kee, and when he failed to stop on their 


order they fired at him, inflicting a trifling 
wound. McKee lashed his horse into a 
run, and was not further molested. 

The robbers continued south to Stevens's 
store, a mile and a half from that of He- 
ples’s, robbing two or three teamsters on 
the road of small amounts. They were 
just entering Stevens's store when they 
saw five or six armed men riding rapidly 
toward them. The robbers abandoned their 
jaded horse and started actoss a field 
toward the foothills. A running fight en- 
sued, in which one of the robbers was shot 
through the stomach. In emulation of the 
outlaw Tracy, he placed his pistol to 
his head und blew out his brains. The 
other bandit threw up his hands and was

ALLEGED TRAIN ROBBER SHOT. 


Three Suspects, in Flight, Scattered 
Jewelry as They Fought. 


WASECA, Minn., Aug. 10.—Three men 
believed to have been implicated in the 
Burlington train robbery near Marcus, IIl., 
last Tuesday night were captured here 
yesterday after a sensational fight and 
pursuit. The men had been lounging about 
the railroad yards during the day and 
Sheriff Collins and Chief of Police Mac- 
Donah went to question them. One of the 
men fired at the Sheriff, but without hit- 
ting him. The Sheriff shot at the fleeing 
man, hitting him in the leg. He _ then 
turned and emptied two revolvers at the 
officers, but without effect. Another bul- 
let from the Sheriff's revolver lodged in 
the desperado's thigh, notwithstanding 
which he continued his flight.

THE FUTURE OF CHINESE TRADE. 

The two distinguished Chinamen who 
were received so cordially on our shores 
on Saturday both express confidence in 
the happy influence of the recent treaty 
between China and Great Britain on the 
external trade of the Celestial Empire, 
and both predict that the treaty would 
be firmly and successfully enforced in 
China. The most immediately important 
provision of the treaty is that which 
abolished the “ likin,’ 
at the frontier of each province on all 
trade. ‘These have been the source of 
great profit and power to the Viceroys 
of the different provinces, and their 
chief reliance for revenue, with which 
they have maintained their separate 


or taxes collected 


armies and Courts. 
Prince CHEN remarked that “there 
will, of course, be much opposition to the 
abolition of the duties, but where the in- 
terests of the empire are concerned the 
criticisms of a few persons cannot be 
considered,” which is a more masterful 
tone with reference to the great Manda- 
rins than has been customary. Sir LIAn- 
CHEN-TuNG, who is to succeed Wu TING- 
FANG as Ambassador at Washington in 
January, predicted that the treaty 
“would revolutionize commerce in 
China,” and added, “although it is like- 
ly that the people in the interior will re- 
bel against this abolishment, (of the 
likin taxes,) I think that the American 
merchants will see that we are able to 
enforce our laws.” The opposition will 
probably be less than has been expected. 
Sir James Mackay, the very able British 
Commissioner, has provided in the treaty 
that the Viceroys shall actually receive 
as much from the honestly administered 
customs duties as they formerly got 
from the likin, and all the more influen- 
tial of the Viceroys are reported to be 
Warm supporters of the treaty. 
This country is greatly interested in 
the outcome. Great Britain, with her 
_. customary breadth of view in such mat- 
: has agreed that any of the powers 
have the same privileges as she 
by..simply, accepting the treaty, 


which, of course, the United States will 


do so far as conditions permit. The abo- 
lition of the “likin” is accompanied by 
the opening of the waterways of the em- 
pire to trade, and by large extension of 
the rights of foreigners in the exploita- 
tion of mineral resources, and by marked 
improvements in the administration of 
civil justice. The external trade of China 
is much exaggerated in the public mind 
—its total is less than $350,000,000, or,

HAVE THE COAL OPERATORS A PUB- 
LIC DUTY ? 

In THe New YorK Times of Saturday 
a correspondent presented his view of 
the coal situation in a letter from which 
the following extraordinary

statement: 


The coal lands of the United States are as 
much the private property of those owning 
and operating them as are the great stores 
in question, and, so far as I am aware, 
they are under no legal or moral responsi- 
bility to take out one ton of coal a year un- 
less they see fit to do so. If the mine own- 
ers and their operatives cannot arrive at an 
agreement before the coming of Winter, 
there will no doubt be great hardship 
among those depending upon the supply of 
anthracite for domestic warmth, but so far 
as the great companies are concerned, they 
owe no duty to the individual citizen or the 
Government, and hence cannot be held to 
any accountability. 


If this view of the case is the correct 
one, the opinions of the average citizen 
on a good many subjects of large public 
interest will need revision. The “ great 
stores” referred to in the paragraph 
above repeated are the department

AIR THAT ROTS BRONZE. 

LANDSEER’S lions on Trafalgar Square 
form the latest protest against the at- 
mosphere breathed by those who are so 
unfortunate as to dwell in London. The 
twenty tons of bronze that go to make 
each of them have not insured them 
against the weather, although they have 
been exposed to the tooth of time less 
years than are needed to carve wrinkles 
in a fair face. A climate that seems to 
be benign to the complexion of women, 
judging from the rosy faces of Albion's 
daughters, has simply riddled with holes 
the more exposed parts of the beasts, 
especially on the side where the north- 
east wind brings the moisture and soot- 
laden air into violent contact with the 
The flanks and hindquarters of 
lions are as completely 
perforated the Spanish iron-clads 
after Dewry and ScHLEy had toyed with 
The quality of the alloy 
has much to do with the resistance of 
bronze to the weather; generally speak-

The Latin poet who spoke 
of bronze as perennial did not dream ofa 
time when any people he would care to 
class among human beings would live in 
an atmosphere like thin pea soup and 
erect huge bronze statues only to have 
them corrode in half a century. 

Our weather and our city air have been 
so completely anglicized this Summer 
that we may look for conse- 
quences to our own bronze statues. We 
have the sulnvhur-bearing smoke and the 
moisture which combine to act as an 
etching fluid wherever a scratch or a 
crack exists on the And when 
once a breach is made in the patina of 
the bronze the acid eats its way in all 
directions, even if the beginning is an 
almost invisible hole. Chicago, Pitts- 
burg, and Cleveland might furnish sta- 
tistics as to the effect of deposits from 
soft coal when carried by the wet against 
bronze monuments. 

Some of our statues might be left to 
the tender mercies of rain and soot with 
perfect equanimity on the part of citi- 
zens; it would be a graceful way of get- 
ting rid of scarecrows; but there are 
other public memorials here and there 
whose loss would be deplored. New York 
should have some official responsible for 
the state of her monuments who would 
not allow bronzes to be scoured, and so 
lose the fine effects of weathering, yet 
would watch them and prevent the in- 
roads of destructive agents in time—on 
those, at any rate, which are worth pre-

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——As the admirers of GEORGE BoRROw, 
if not nowadays an army particularly nu- 
merous, are very particularly vehement in 
their esteem for the works of that remark- 
able man, it must be that Mr. WILLIAM L. 
ALDEN expected, and it may be that he 
hoped, when in his letter from London to 
our SATURDAY REVIEW he compared Bor- 
row and ‘‘ Lavengro” unfavorably with 
Mr. WatTts-DuUNTON and “ Aylwin,” to ex- 
cite many demonstrations of anger and 
pain. That being the case, the demonstra- 
tions might as well begin right here in this 
column, which happens to be open to one of 
the persons whom Mr. ALDPN kindly pities 
for inability to see that ‘‘ Lavengro’’ is a 
**tedious collection of rubbish.” Without 
going quite so far as to assert that our 
correspondent’s phrase exactly describes 
* Aylwin ’—though there be critics who 
think so—and without denying to Mr. 
Watts-DunToN the possession of some- 
thing more than facility in the writing of 
mystical nonsense—though some find the 
inclination to do so almost irresistible—one 
can still assert that his position is not and 
never will be even within sight of that to 
which Borrow rose apparently without an 
effort. That Borrow knew all now known 
about the gypsies and their jargon would 
not be claimed by the most enthusiastic of 
his devotees, but what he did know was of 
unique interest, and the mistakes he made 
as an amateur philologist in days, when 
philology was composed of little else than 
mistakes decrease his merit as little as it is 
increased by the mistakes he corrected. 
The Borrowians do not love him as an ex- 
pert in ethnology and linguistics, but as a 
writer whose works stand in a class by 
themselves in English literature and for 
simplicity, veracity, and interest rank 
among the most marvelous products of 
human genius. BorRROW was mad at times, 
and a fanatic always, but his books are 
models of sanity and of wise and gentle 
tolerance. As for Mr. WatTTs-DUNTON, he 
is sane enough, but his chief success is in 
writing like a crazy man, and the imitation 
of imbecility is not beyond either his reach 
or his ambution. 


-A more awkward title or a more ad- 
mirable purpose could not be easily imag- 
ined than is possessed by the Betterment 
of London Association which has just been 
formed under the Presidency of Mr. W. B. 
RICHMOND, the artist, whose recent at- 
tempt to decrease the smoke nuisance in 
the British capital attracted much atten- 
tion and inspired hope, even if it did not 
produce any very noticeable results. First 
among the objects of the new organization 
is placed, curiously enough, though per- 
haps not unwisely, agitation for a quieter 
London, primarily in respect to unneces- 
sary noises, such as those produced by 
organ grinders, street vendors, and news- 
boys. But because the members of the so- 
ciety ask first for quiet, they do not there- 
by imply that quiet is of primary im- 
portance, They want also a healthier and 
cleaner London, and one in which street 
names and numbers are clearly and plenti- 
fully designated. Another phase of their 
activity involves ayitation against the im- 
migration of pauper aliens: against the 
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employment—in the street—of children un- 
der ten years of age, and after 9 P. M. of 
children under twelve years of age; to 
draw attention to the extreme danger to 
health engendered by the obnoxious habit 
of expectorating in public conveyances and 
buildings; to promote action against the 
sale of impure ice cream; to direct the 
attention of the authorities to the act relat- 
ing to betting and gambling in public 
places; and against the constant digging up 
of the highways to the great inconvenience 
of the community. The society wishes also 
to impress upon the municipal and other 
authorities of the metropolis the necessity 
of enforcing, as in Liverpool, the registra- 
tion of street ‘‘musicians’’ and _ street 
traders, including newspaper vendors, and 
to impress upon the railway companies the 
desirability of freeing their stations and 
approaches from all idlers and hawkers. 
All this is full of suggestion for New 
Yorkers. We suffer from the same evils— 
from some of them even more than London 
does. 


—Remembering the dreadful stories that 
have been told so long about the Moros in 
the Southern Philippines, our soldiers there 
are having strangely little trouble with 
them, and the wars to the death which 
were prophesied do not seem to be coming 
to pass. The military prowess of the Moros 
was for the most part displayed in desul- 
tory conflicts with natives of an agricultur- 
al turn of mind, and the failure of the 
Spaniards to conquer them is probably due 


less to the desperate valor of the Moros 
than to the fact that the Spaniards found 


quite all they wanted to do in parts of the 
afchipelago where the rewards of energy 
were at once larger and cheaper. On the 
arrival of the Americans the Moros tried 
for a while to live up to their ancient repu- 
tation. They fought enough to prove—what 
everybody knew—that they could fight, but 
now they are showing that when they see 
that death is useless as well as unneces- 
sary, they are no fonder of it than the 
milder Tagals and Visayans are. One by 
one the “dattos”’ are dismounting from 
their high horses, are sheathing their 
crinkly knives, and ‘“‘ coming in” without 
waiting to be dragged in. Such superior 
bravery as the Moros may possess is prob- 
ably accompanied by superiority of intelli- 
gence, and if that is so, we are likely to 
have, not more, but less, trouble with them 
than with the rest of the Filipinos. Of 
course, they used to be pirates, but what 
of that? Before now, as British history 
tells on several pages, pirates have become 
citizens extremely useful, if not particu- 
larly good, and have turned out to be amen- 
able to such arguments as titles of honor 
—and titles to estates. We shall get along 
with the Moros well enough for the con- 
clusive reason that they must get along 
with us or get off the earth.

THE UP-TOWN BUILDING OF THE 
NEW YORK TIMES. 


Pittsburg Dispatch. 

THE New YorK Times has officially given 
out the news that it will occupy partly the 
new triangular flatiron building now being 
erected at the intersection of Broadway 
and Forty-second Street. The building will 
be ready for occupancy early in 1904. In its 
announcement THE TimMEs says: ‘‘ Two 
years ago THE TIMES would have refused 
to consider removal to an up-town office. 
The problem of distribution is one to which 
& newspaper must give serious attention. 
To-day the neighborhood of Newspaper 
Row is the only quarter of the city in which 
@ newspaper plant, considered as a manu- 
facturing establishment, can be operated 
without great inconvenience and loss of 
time. That limitation is to be removed and 
that condition wholly changed by the com- 
pletion of the underground rapid transit 
railway. The trains of that railway will 
run through the basement of THE Times's 
new building. Turning on a curve from 
Forty-second Street up Broadway, the tun- 
nel traverses the lot acquired by THE 
TIMEs, entering its building line obliquely 
about the middle of the Broadway front 
and passing out at the Forty-third Street 
end. It will be thus seen that the subway 
is to occupy a part of the basement story 
of THe Times Building. Furthermore, an 
express station of the subway road, on the 
basement level, will give access to the 
trains without leaving the building, and a 
tunnel beneath Broadway will furnish com- 
munication with the easterly side of that 
thoroughfare. It will be possible for THE 
TIMES, therefore, at the early morning hour 
when newspapers are printed, to put the 
printed copies of the paper aboard cars 
Standing within a few feet of the presses 
for delivery to all parts of the city and 


all railroad stations.’”’ All this goes to show 
that the centre of New York, as outlined 
in these columns before, for a number of 
other reasons enumerated at the time, will 
in five years’ time be at the corner of 
Seventh Avenue, Forty-second Street, and 
Broadway. 


Chicago Herald, 

THE NEw YorK Times has acquired the 
triangle bounded by Broadway, West For- 
ty-second Street and Seventh Avenue, and 
will at once begin the erection thereon of a 
large modern steel-construction building, 
primarily for its own use. It is expected 
that the building will be ready for occu- 
pancy early in 1904. 

In the nearly fifty-one years of its exist- 
ence THE.TIMES has occupied buildings in 
“Newspaper Row,” facing City Hall Park, 
and the announcement that it is to 
moved to the up-town district has caused 
much comment. 

In announcing the purpose of abandon- 
ing its present quarters THE TIMES says: 
“To many of the old New Yorkers the 
notion of a newspaper moving far up 
town will seem singular. For years the 
popular idea has been that the location near 
the City Hall Park, where so many news- 
papers had their birth and where so many 
are now grouped, was an essential. This 
was true in the years gone by, and is still 


true in great measure. The next eighteen 
months, however, promise to make a revo- 
lution in many respects owing to the new 
transit facilities which the underground 
wey and the Pennsylvania tunnel pro- 
vides.”’

The location of the new building of Tuer 
NEw YorK TIMES at Forty-second Street 
and Broadway is illustrative of the dally 
increasing influence of transportation, not 
only upon real estate but upon the actual 
production of newspapers. There will be 
a station of the new subway line in the 
basement of THE TimMEs Building. This will 
enormously facilitate the circulation of the 
paper in Manhattan. The underground sta- 
tion of the Pennsylvania Road will be only 
nine blocks away. The building will be 
convenient to the Grand Central Station, 
used by the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford and New York Central Rail- 
roads. It is not possible to estimate the 
saving in time which will be made in car- 
rying the papers to the mail trains, but it 
will be considerable. 

Tue Times, under its present manage- 
ment, is showing the enterprise which is 
necessary to the continued success of any 
newspaper, however great or well estab- 
lished. The advance in the mechanical 
part of making newspapers has been revo- 
lutionary. THE TimEs intends to conform 
to the revolution. 


Democrat Chronicle, Rochester. 

The congested condition of lower New 
York and the northward course of busi- 
ness in that city are shown by the an- 
nouncement that THE NEw YorK TiIMEs is 
to erect a building for its own use on 
Forty-second Street, which is seven blocks 
further up town than The Herald estab- 
lishment. Two years ago THE TIMES would 
not have cosidered such a location, because 
Newspaper Row was considered the only 
point at which a newspaper could be print- 
ed and distributed without grave incon- 
venience and loss of time. Now, says THE 
Times, ‘‘ that limitation is to be removed 


and that condition wholly changed by the 
completion of the underground rapid tran- 
sit railway.’ The shifting is a remarkable 
development of New York's industrial life. 
Incidentally, it may be said that the plans 
of THE Times furnish vivid evidence of 
that paper’s enterprise and deserved pros- 


perity.

Tur New YorkK TIMEs is about to move. 
By the Summer of 1904 it will occupy a 
square at the corner of Broadway and 
Forty-second Street, within three blocks of 
the Grand Central Station and directly 
over the Rapid Transit subway.

to move up town from Newspaper Row, 
The Herald having been the first, several 
vears ago. It would not be surprising if 
the vicinity of Long Acre Square, as it is 
called, the centre of transportation, of

York.

YorK Times has forced it to seek larger 
quarters. Following the example of The 
New York Herald, THE Times will move 
up town to the intersection of Broadway 
and Forty-second Street. When The Herald 
made its great change it broke with all 
past traditions, and there were not a few 
level-headed business men who thought 
The Herald committed a grave blunder. But 
the development of New York City has ex- 
ceeded the wildest dreams of the oldest in- 
habitants, while its rapid and sweeping 
changes stagger the most progressive of its 
citizens.

FEDERATED LABOR UNION 
ATTACKS FEDERAL JUDGES 


Court Decisions in Strike Cases 
Strongly Denounced. 


Every Organization 
Asked to Unite 
Labor Day Celebration. 


in the Country 
in Protest at 


The Judges who have issued injunctions 
against the striking coal miners were de- 
nounced at yesterday’s meeting of the 
Central Federated Union. Daniel S. Jacobs, 
Chairman of the committee appointed to 
aid the strikers, declared that now was the 
critical time of the strike. 

“Everything now depends on the moral 
and financial support given to the strikers 
throughout the country,’’ he said. “ The 
failure of the strike would be a general 
blow to organized labor. The miners nat- 
urally look to the labor organizations of 
New York to take a strong stand on behalf 
of the strikers. If all organized labor 
helped them as it ought to do the miners 
would be sure to win.” ‘ 

Delegate Donnelly of Typographical Union 
No. 6 reported that his organization has 
assessed its members 5 cents each a week, 
which will be $250 a week while the strike 
lasts. The delegate of the Double Drum 
Hoisters’ Union said that his organization 
had assessed its members 50 cents a month 
for the same purpese. The stereotypers, 
through their delegate, reported that they 
would give $100 a month, and other or- 
ganizations made similar reports. 

Herman Robinson, Secretary of the com- 
mittee of ten, announced that he expected 
the New York unions to contribute $10,000 
a week to the strikers. 

The following preamble and resolutions 
were then carried unanimously: 

Whereas, The Federal Judges have proved 
themselves the willing and subservient tools of 
the Coal Trust by issuing injunctions prohibit- 
ing the exercise, of the Constitutional right cf 
free free assemblage, and also the 
natural right of relieving a fellow-being in dis- 
tress by seeking to prevent the distribution cf 
food among the starving miners: and 

Whereas, If the mandates of these infamous 
Judges are not violated and tgnored to the ex- 
tent of relieving the miners will have 
either to return to the mines at the terms dic- 
tated by the trust or starve by thousands on the 
public highways; therefore 

Resolved, That we condemn the autocratic and 
malignant action of the Federal Judges in their 
attack upon the Constitutional liberties of the 
people by the issue of injunctions preventing trial 
by jury and assuming at once the role of law- 
maker, plaintiff, and executioner of unfortunate 
victims of capitalistic greed and rapacity. 

Resolved, That we hold in the most supreme 
contempt all courts and laws which trample un- 
der foot the sacred right of free speech and free 
assemblage, rights for which the noble founders 


of this Republic fought ana bled, but which 
monopoly through its paid tools in office has suc- 
ceeded in nullifying to the last degree, 

Resolved, That we urge the miners to insist 
upon and if need be defend their right to feed 
starving hrothers in defiance of:the mandate of 
the Federal courts, and that we pledge them our 
hearty support to the furthering of that end. 

Resolved, That we demand the curtailing of in- 
junction power, and that Federal Judges be made 
Subject to the imperative mandate of the people. 

Resolved, That Labor Day be made a day of 
ringing protest against these outrageous attacks 
upon personal liberty, and that the American 
Feceration of Labor be requested to issue a call 
to that effect. 

Resolved, That copies of these resolutions be 
sent to all labor bodies for indorsement at their 
Labor Day demonstrations.’’ 

Several delegates, in speaking to these 
resolutions, said that labor organizations 
throughout the country had been asked to 
pass similar resolutions. 

The committee of ten, which is now 
known as the New York Defense Committee 
for the Relief of the Striking Miners, also 
announced that an appeal had been sent to 
all labor unions asking for contributions in 
aid of the strikers, the money to be sent to 
Daniel Harris, Treasurer of the committee, 
at the University Settlement Building, Riy- 
ington and Eldridge Streets. It was sug- 
gested that each union should assess all itg 
members 5 cents a week for this purpose. 

Delegate Hanna of the Bluestone Cutters’ 
Union made a complaint to the effect that 
the labor laws were being violated in the 
asphalting of part of the Borough of Brook- 
lyn. Men instead of working eight hours 
a day were working nine and ten, and were 
being paid less than the prevailing rate of 
wages. He suggested that the central body 
should try the weapons of the corporations 
and apply iu the courts for an injunction 
restraining the coatractors from continuing 
the work until they observed the labor 
laws. This appealed to a number of the 
delegates, who clamored to have the sug- 
gestion adopted at once. It was decided, 
however, to make a complaint first to the 
State Labor Commissioner, the Mayor, and 
the President of the Borough of Brooklyn 
before taking any further action. 

The delegate of the Goldbeaters’ Union, 
which has been on a general strike for a 
month, reported that some of the strikers 
were in sore straits. He had tried to get 
financial aid from the unions in other 
trades, but while some had responded oth- 
ers had refused aid, on the plea that all 
their spare money was given to the striking 
coal miners. 

A strike of dock builders for union wages 
was reported by Delegate Daly of the Dock- 
builders’ Union at tae foot of Forty-third 
Street, South Brooklyn. Daly complained 
of the police on duty at the docks, who, he 
said, were overzealous in driving away 
strike pickets. 

It was decided to make a complaint on 
behalf of the nickets to Police Commis- 
sioner Partridge. 


RAILWAY MEN TO AID MINERS. 


Contribution of $20,000 Expected for 
Strike Fund—Collieries May Open. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., Aug. 10.—Presi- 
dent Mitchell of the Mine Workers’ Union 
to-day said that the strikers were in good 
shape to continue the struggle. A twenty- 
thousand-dollar contribution from _ the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen is ex- 
pected by the strikers within the next ten 
days. Other railway brotherhoods, it is 
believed, will follow suit. 

While the strike leaders are inclined to 
discredit all reports that an attempt may 
be made to resume mining at an early day 
in the Wyoming region, it is not unlikely 
that one or two of the mines in this sec- 
tion will be opened this week. There is a 
well-authenticated report in circulation to- 
night that the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal 
Company may start up work at its Wana- 
mie colliery. 
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SHENANDOAH, Penn., Aug. 10.—Heavy 
rains fell here to-day, making things un- 
comfortable for the troops in camp on the 
hill outside of this city. Despite the in- 
clement weather, ‘however, there was a 
large number of visitors in camp from the 


surrounding towns. None of the soldiers 
left the camp except the two companies 
that are on guard duty at the two railway 
stations in the town proper. 

County officials are still endeavoring to 
arrest persons who were in any way con- 
nected with the fatal riot of July 30. It fs 
understood that two foreigners now under 
arrest charged with rioting will also have 
to answer to the charge of murder. 


SHAMOKIN, Penn., Aug. 10. — Edward 
Brennan of this place, State Inspector of 
the Seventh Anthracite District, in an in- 
terview this evening, said every one of the 
thirty collieries in his district will be fn 
condition for operation as soon as the strike 


ends. While a few are flooded, the upper 
levels can be operated. He estimates that 
75 per cent. of the men will be able to pro- 
cure work at once when. the collieries are 
reopened and the remainder within a month 
or two. t 


Superintendent Ira Otterson Resigns.

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Aug. 10.—Ira 
Otterson, Superintendent of the New Jer- 
sey State Home for Boys at Jamesburg, 
has resigned on account of ill-health. He 
will retire on Aug. 15.

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SARATOGA HAS BECOME 
FASHIONS AUTUMN SEAT 


W. C. Whitney’s Plans Declared to 
Have Been Matured. 


Last Saturday Asserted the Greatest 
Day in the History of the Vil- 
lage—Fashionables There. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SARATOGA, Aug. 10.—It is gradually 
fawning upon the villagers of Saratoga 
that yesterday was the greatest day in the 
history of their village period. And reflec- 
tion is forcing upon the Summer visitors 
here that William C. Whitney is a true 
prophet and shrewd builder, and that yes- 
terday his plans matured and Saratoga be- 
came the autumn seat of fashion in Amer- 
ica, 

To most men who came here two years 
ago and saw the social wreck and moral 
ruin of Saratoga it would have seemed a 
hopeless task to restore the old playground 
to anything like the first place in the sport- 
ing directory and in aristocratic favor. To 
most men and to all men in any other 
country it would have meant years of pa- 
tient persistence, but under the Whitney 
régime we have already forgotten the dis- 
reputable track, the numerous dens of vice, 
and the unsavory repute and the sparse 
flow of visitors that distinguished this place 
so short a time ago. 

And if any one has not ceased to regret 
the new and high price of admission to the 
track and all the other items that make 
this the most expensive resort in the land 
to-day, we still are obliged to admit that 
the record of yesterday proves Mr. Whit- 
ney to have been right in deliberately es- 
tablishing high prices as the surest bid for 
exclusivepess. 

The second week in August was always 
the gala week when Saratoga was a lead- 
ing watering place in the days gone by, 
and we who are here have felt that Mr. 
Whitney's judgment was to be finally 
tested when that week came. It began on 
Friday and was accompanied by a larger 
presence of ultra fashionables than per- 
haps ever came here before, even in the 
gale days when A. T. Stewart and Commo- 
dore Vanderb{it became interested in the 
building of the great hotels of to-day. 

Friday night saw the splendor of several 
recherche dinner parties at the clubhouse, 
attended by those men and women of 
modish celebrity who will spend more 
money here and lend more distinction to 
the resort than the few loud and noisy 
men who are daily reported as gambling 
with high stakes all the morning at the 
ticker, all the afternoon at the track, and 
the best part of the night at the club- 
house. These men, whose affairs appear 
to have a brass band attachment, are not 
‘fn the social swim, are only on speaking 
terms with the men of the exclusive set, 
and are not recognized by the women of 
the so-called Four Hundred. 

The real “swells’’ show their names 
upon the hotel registers and their faces in 
the club boxes at the track, but the gen- 
eral round of their pastimes is confined 
to their cottages, their private dinner par- 
ties, and their excursions out of the vil- 
lage in their splendid equipages and auto- 
mobiles. Not all of them even write their 
names upon the hotel books, and such gos- 
sip of their doings as finds its way into 
the public prints is obtained, I imagine, by 
adroitness and with difficulty, 

Hereafter, then, the reader who would 
scan the news of the Saratoga season in- 
telligently must bear in mind that the 
cream of the life here is mainly left to the 
palate of the imagination. 

There may not have been more than 5,000 
persons at the track, and the gate re- 
ceipts may not have reached more than 
$12,000, yet history will regard the gath- 
ering as the most notable ever seen at a 
Saratoga race meeting. The chief attrac- 
tion of the day was the race called the 
Saratoga Special, and the lion of the event 
was the horse Irish Lad, owned by Harry 
Payne Whitney and Herman B. Duryea. 

The race has been well described, and the 
fact that the horse upon which the “ swag- 
ger” few placed their bets won is now an- 
cient history. The vital interest which re- 
mains is in the character of the company 
gathered on the grand stand to view the 
race. It is this which puts the hallmark of 
success upon W. C. Whitney’s endeavors to 
create a new Saratoga and stamp this vil- 
lage as a great rendezvous of fashion which 
will from this time on undergo such 
changes in fitting itself for its new future 
as will completely revolutionize the face of 
the place. It is to-day unfit for its new 
purpose. It must have rich men’s seats, 
Yich people’s restaurants, different grade 
of rustic roadhouse resorts. 

We who see the place to-day will 
recognize it ten years hence.

She 
seems oblivious of the fact that the pro- 
fessional tipsters have practically given up 
the desperate game o trying to make a 
living under the competition of the sporting 
newspapers, and are leaving Saratoga in 
poverty and disgust. 

Finally, there is established here a pho- 
tographer who keeps a quiescent and noise- 
less automobile, the only one in Saratoga 
that should be allowed to remain. He has 
it moored in his back yard and advertises 
to take four pictures seated on this ma- 
chine. We are expected to look calm. and 
at least as if we never crassed a street in 
our lives, except upon an automobile, and 
judging by the photographs he displays 
and the business the man does, the idea is 
a taking one. 

The habit of finding fault with the news- 
papers of questioning what they publish, 
and of belittling the dally press grows 
upen a certain class like g second nature. 
They seem not to realize that in ridiculing 
the press they too often make themseives 
ridiculous. They are like all other Amer- 
icans, eager buyers of the papers, and give 
up a valuable part of each day to reading 
them—a devotion which is essential to a 
man who pretends to an active place in any 
walk of life. _Yet they habitually “‘ pooh 
pooh ”’ the news that they read, and fancy 
themselves clever to keep up the practice.

horse. What stuff they do print.” 

So that it appeared that the main fact 
Was true, and the general wholesale con- 
demnation or contemptous judgment passed 
upon the press was wholly unjustified.

CLERGYMAN ON LAWLESSNESS. 


The Rev. Thornton T. Turner Refers to 
Devery’s Banner as an “ Audacious 
Appeal "—King Edward Exalted. 
The coronation of King Edward and the 
campaign of William §S. Devery were the 
subjects of the sermon by the Rev. Thorn- 
ton T. Turner, in Calvary Episcopal Chap- 

el, East Twenty-third Street, yesterday. 

‘King Edward stands in his day as the 
exponent of progress,”’ he said; “‘ the per- 
sonification of a constitutional state, the 
figurehead of men's hopes, the object of 
men’s love, the one whom to serve is patri- 
otism, the standard-bearer of government 
of the people, for the people and by the 
people. Our eyes should not for a moment 
be clouded to the truth that a monarch 
can as truly represent his subjects as a 
Congressman or a President can represent 
his constituents. In the march of the 
world upward we may think perhaps that 
these United States are traveling the most 
direct and satisfactory route, but we may 
not think we are on the only route, that 
we alone are he people, and wisdom will 
die with us.” 

Referring to the spirit of lawlessness that 
seemed to him to be in the air, the clergy- 
man sai: 

“Withess the daily customs and habits 
of our people. If you suggest to the boy 
whose baseball flies among the heads of 
busy people upon the sidewalk, or to the 
man who seizes a seat in a trolley car 
quickly lest the woman at his side should 
get it, or to the person who elbows her 
way to the bargain counter, regardless of 
how many of her sex she knocks about, 
or to the young men or women whose wild 
and flighty ways in company make them 
conspicuous nuisances to all about them, 
that such things at least are discourteous, 
do you think you will be listened to with 
respect? 

“But these things are only straws upon 
the surface. The real current you may 


read of in your papers or observe about 
you. There is a banner erected not a mile 
from this place, spanning an avenue. Upon 
it may be seen the coarse features of a 
man who a short time ago was poor. He 
held a political office. He is now rich. The 
man when in office probably did more to 
promote the cause of lawlessness, inde- 
cency and crime than any other man in 
this city or out of it for that period. He 
has the grateful and loyal support of the 
lawless element to-day. His banner has 
no high motto upon it, and represents no 
rinciple of his or of any political party. 
t merely blazes forth his personality, it 
being well understood that he stands for 
all that is opposed to law. That such an 
audacious appeal is possible surely indi- 
cates the presence, now and here, of a 
large number of people who are ready to 
support lawless men.

PACIFIC CABLE CONDITIONS 


Company’s Officials Dislike Some 
of the Terms. 


No Likelihood of a Break with the Gov- 
ernment—Some Modifications De- 
sired—The Construction of 
a Line to China. 


Although no authoritative statement 
could be obtained yesterday from such of 
the officials of the Commercial Cable Com- 
pany as could be seen, with regard to the 
statement made public on Saturday by 
President Roosévelt of the terms on which 
he would be willing to recommend to Con- 
gress the construction by the company of 
a Pacific cable, it was admitted that por- 
tions of the statement were somewhat dis- 
appointing to the cable company. 

That the conditions considered unsatis- 
factory would in any way interfere with the 
construction of the cable by the Commer- 
cial Pacific Cable Company was denied em- 
phatically. It was declared that there are 
no indications of such a break with the 
Government as would result in the com- 
pany making its own soundings, and refus- 
ing to avail itself of the soundings that 
have been made by the Government, 

The company, it was said, hoped that the 
Administration’s terms as outlined in the 
President’s note would be modified in one 
or two respects, and by a similar modifi- 
cation of the original proposal made by the 
Commerical Company, first through the 
late John W. Mackay and subsequently 
through officials here, a compromise 
reached which would be acceptable to both 
sides. 

The ground of objection which the Cable 
Company takes to President Roosevelt's 
conditions is that too much is asked by the 
Government in return for concessions that 
are considered as largely nominal. No 
Government subsidy, it was pointed out, 
was asked by the undertaking company, yet 
the Government not only demanded full 
control of the cable, whenever such control 
seemed to it advisable, but also insisted 
that an entirely new line be laid from the 
Philippines to China and operated inde- 
pendently of all other companies. 

There is a cable between China and Man- 
fla, and the Commercial Pacific Cable 
Company had entered into an arrangement 


with the company owning it for its use 
in the transmission of messages. The of- 
ficials were therefore disposed to consider 
as umnecessary the laying, for the present 
at least, of a new line. 

Another point, closely connected with the 
one just mentioned, is the clause in the 
President's memorandum in which the 
United States declines to insure or in- 
demnify the company against any landing 
rights claimed to exist in favor of any 
other company in the Philippines. Thus, it 
Was argued, the company was ordered to 
build a line which it does not need, and 
at the same time told that even then it 
would possess no exclusive rights. 

Officials of the cable company who were 
seen yesterday were unwilling to be quoted 
on the stibject, as the matter is still one 
of negotiation between the company and 
the Government, and as the head officers 
of the company are in England, where the 
final acceptance or rejection of the Gov- 
vernment’s terms will be decided. 

Clarence H. Mackay and James Gordon 
Bennett, who own the controlling stock of 
the company, are in daily conference in 
London with George G. Ward, the First 
Vice President and manager; Albert Beck, 
the Secretary, and others. Word from them 
will probably be received by the officials 
here in a day or two, when a reply will be 
made to the President's statement. 


FILIPINOS FORM A 
DISSENTING CHURCH. 


Philippine Catholic Church Organized— 
Opinion as to the Seriousness of 
the Movement Divided. 


MANILA, Aug. 10.—Isabelo de los Reyes, 
the labor leader; Pascual Poblete, former- 
ly a member of the Katipunan seeret soci- 
ety, and La Union Obrera Democratica (the 
Workmen’s Democratic Union) have organ- 
ized a Philippine Catholic Church in defec- 
tion from the Roman Catholic Church. 

Gov. Taft, Dr. Pardo de Tavera, a mem- 
ber of the Philippine Commission, and 
Aguinaldo have been appointed honorary 
Presidents of the organization, and Father 
Gregorio Aglipay, a native who was re- 
cently excommunicated by the Catholic 
Church, has been made Bishop of the Phil- 


sppine Islands. 
‘ourteen junior Bishops and a large lay 


eouncil have been named; the council in- 
cludes Felipe Buencamino, one of the lead- 
ers of the Federal Party. Pascual Poblete 
has taken the Presidency and Isabelo de los 
Reves the Secretaryship of the new organ- 
ization.

native priests who were named 
Bishops have declined to accept It is 
expected that Gov. Taft will decline his 
Honorary Presidency when he hears of his 
appointment. Dr. de Tavera opposes the 
movement and will repudiate it. Agui- 
naldo will also probably decline his ap- 
pointment. 

Opinion here as to the growth and effect 
of this movement is divided. In some 
quarters it is ridiculed, while in others it 
is considered serious. Some people say it 
will further upset the political situation 
and create unrest, and possibly a clash be- 
tween the regular Catholics and the dis- 
senters.

From eighty to a hundred carriages will 
be in the procession, which, after leaving 
the church, will move through several of 
the streets in the Fifth Ward, where the 
Alderman had lived, and then proceed to 


the Borough Hall, which building it will 
encircle before continuing on to the ceme- 
tery of the Holy Cross, in Flatbush. 

The members of the Board of Aldermen 
will meet in the Borough Hall and then 
go to the church in a body to attend the 
services. All of the members of the Kings 
County Democratic General Committee who 
are in town will assemble in the Thomas 
Jefferson Building, in Court Square, and 
proceed in a body from there to the church. 

The opularity of Alderman’ Bridges 
among his own people has been indicated 
by the crowds which have gathered daily 
since his death to view the remains.

Meeting Opens To-day. 


BIG EVENTS TO BE DECIDED 


Bonner Memorial of $10,000 Will 
Feature of First Day at Brighton 


Beach Track. 


of the New York 
the most important 
event of the year on the 
metropolitan race tracks, will open at 
Brighton Beach to-day, and for the re- 
mainder of the week the trotters and pacers 
will hold possession of the seaside course, 
with a monopoly of the racing field, while 
the thoroughbred horses are away at 
Saratoga. The meeting has attracted a 
vast amount of attention among the horse- 
men of the trotting turf; and as a total of 
366,500 will be distributed in prizes in the 
six days’ contests, there is every prospect 
that the meeting will be the most, success- 
ful ever held in New York, 

The all have filled well, and al- 
ready there are gathered at the Brighton 
track about the pick of the light-harness 
horses campaigning through the Grand 
Circuit. The feature of the opening day 
will be the $10,000 Bonner Memorial Stakes 
for trotters of the 2:12 class, while another 
$10,000 event to be decided later on is the 
championship trot between the two famous 
geldings The Abbot and Lord Derby. Four 
other races of $5,000 each will be decided 
in the course of the meeting. 

In all events except une, which closed un- 
der the older rules, the “ Brighton Beach 
plan” will govern, this providing that non- 
winners of a heat in three shall be sent to 
the stable, leaving the heat winners to fin- 
ish the race. This plan was tried and 
proved most successful at the seaside meet- 
ing last Summer. Another innovation will 
be made this season in the “ novelty ” races 
which are liberally scattered through the 
programme. This form of contest provides 
that after a horse has won a heat he shall 
not start in another heat, while the horse 
who places to his credit the fastest heat of 


the three that must be trotted or paced in 
each race shall receive the winner's share 
of the purse. 

In the chief event of the opening races 
this afternoon, the Bonner Memorial takes, 
thirteen horses are entered, with the won- 
derful blind horse Rhythmic, winner of the 
M. and M. Stakes at Detroit this year, and 
who so far this season has not been beaten, 
the most notable individual of the prospec- 
tive field.

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SHAM BOAT CLUBS YOTED 


Dishonest Elections Exposed at 
National Oarsmen’s Meeting. 


INVESTIGATION TO BE HELD 


Stormy Session of Amateurs’ Associa- 
tion at Worcester, Mass., Started 
Reform Movement. 


That the government of amateur rowing 
in this country needs a reformation was 
never better illustrated than at the thir- 
tieth annual convention of the National 
Association of Amateur Oarsmen held in 
Worcestgr on Friday. The meeting lasted 
from 8:30 Friday night until 4 o'clock on 
Saturday morning. The cause of the large 
representation at the meeting was the 
strong opposition to the re-election of cer- 
tain members of the Executive Committee 
whose three-year terms expired on Friday 
night. The centests for these places caused 
a bitter conflict. 

It was proved in open meeting that the 
association was carrying sham organiza- 
tions and clubs that did not exist on the 
roll. If a club that did not exist had its 
dues paid to the association every year, 
the question naturally presents itself, who 
was paying the dues of this club and why 
was it done? 

The members of the National Board, in 
whose districts these mythical clubs be- 
longed, knew of the non-existence or in- 
eligibility of such clubs, but it was left to 
the annual convention for a ruling on their 
status. 

One club whose eligibility was questioned 
and whose name was finally stricken from 
the roll was proved to have not existed for 
years, nor did anything exist of its old 
associations, but its dues had been requ- 
larly paid and its vote sent to the an #1 
convention duly made out and signed. 

According to the constitution of the as- 
sociation any imaginary organization can, 
by application to the secretary of the Na- 
tional body and the inclosure of $5, be- 
come a member of the National Association 
of Amateur Oarsmen without any other 
proceeding being necessary. Consequently 
an amendment to the constitution was pro- 
posed to the effect that a Committee on 
Admission be appointed, which shall have 
the power to admit members to the asso- 
clation after investigation of the appli- 


cant’'s fitness. 

There were times at the meeting when 
charges flew thick and fast, but the ac- 
cused members of the board remained 
silent. The meeting adjourned with the 
tellers of the election and the Secretary 
of the National Board in & wrangle over 
the disposition of the mail ballot. 

The defeated New England candidate, 
W. 8S. Youngman of Boston, insisted on go- 
ing over the ballots to ascertain whether 
the signatures of some of the questioned 
club’s.officials were bona fide, He prom- 
ised an investigation which will involve 
considerable time and expense, but which is 
awaited with interest by every club repre- 
sented at the meeting. . 


As the Western teams are all playing in 
the East at present there were no Na- 
tional League championship games played 
yesterday. Pittsburg still holds a com- 
manding lead in the race for the pennant 
and the interest now is centred in the 
struggle between Brooklyn and Chicago for 
second place, which the Brooklyn ex-cham- 
pions hold by the narrow margin of three 
oints.

London, 
which city has been popularly supposed to 
be the financial centre in all things, is far 
behind New York City. The daily average 
clearings of New York for the first three 
months of the current year were 45 per 
cent. greater than those of London. The 
figures for New York average daily $230,- 
978,755, against $159,788,893 for London.

GERMAN MOCNEY AND TRADE. 

BERLIN, Aug. 10.—The aspect of the 
Boerse last week showed practically no 
change. While the week began with a bet- 
ter tone in fron and coal shares, a reaction 
followed, and most of the quotations lost 
all their previous gain. Many shares closed 
lower than they did Aug. 2, \ 

Reports of the iron market continue to be 
contradictory. The annual balance sheet of 
the Hoesch: Company, issued yesterday, 
passing a dividend as against a dividend of 
10 per cent. in 1901, has made a bad impres- 
sion. While the latest news of the coal 
market indicates a more active movement 
in coal shares, Prussia’s coal production has 
declined. The production for the last six 
months was, 47,594,568 tons, a decrease of 
2,233,815 tons. It was anncunced yesterday 
that the Hamburg-American Steam Packet 
Company had refused to renew its coal con- 
tracts with the syndicate; the company will 
draw its coal supplies from Silesia by river 
and canal. 

With the exception of electrical shares, 
which broke several points, general indus- 
trials were quiet, but fairly firm, last 
week. Government 8 per cents were frac- 
tionally lower, upon realization sales and 
owing to high foreign exchange and appre- 
hension of gold exports. The best authori- 
ties, however, now regard the danger of 
gold exports as removed, although small 
amounis of gold were sent to Southeastern 
Europe last week. 

The rates of exchange and the approach 
of the Autumn demands make discounters 
more reserved, but the abundance of money 
remains unchanged. Call money was of- 
fered beyond the demand last week at 1% 
per_ cent, 

Chinese were the strongest among the 
foreign rentes, while Turks, Roumanians, 
and Austrians were active. 

The American market attracted little at- 
tention during the week, and Canadian Pa- 
cifics were wholly dependent upon the 
movement in New York.
